Formal expressions came from 37 


governments, inciuding Great Bri- 
tain, France and Soviet Russia, the 
Scandinavian countries and most of 
the South American Republics. The 
department said other countries had 
commented orally and were dis- 
patching formal statements. 

Notable among nations not rep- 
resented in the file of answers were 
Japan, China, Italy, Germany and 
Spain. Conflict or aggressive na- 
tional policies dominate the affairs 
of these countries. 

Hull’s statement, made about the 
time the Chinese-Japanese hostili- 
ties broke out, reasserted America’s 
foreign policy as opposed to use of 
force in international relations and 
to interference in internal affairs 
of other nations. It stressed these 
points: Advocacy by the United 
States of international self-resraint, 
peaceful negotiation, observance of 
international agreements, upholding 
the “principle of the sanctity of 
treaties,” respect by all nations for 
the rights of others and perform- 
ance by all nations of established 
obligations, strengthening of inter- 
national Jaw, removal of excessive 
trade barriers, limitation and re- 
duction of armaments, and interna- 
tional co-operative effort by peace- 

d practicable means. 
payee Eden, Great Britain’s 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, wrote 
that he was in “full agreement 
with the American policy. 

“Mr. Hull’s views on the ever-in- 
creasing need for the preservation 
of peace, the vital importance of 
international co-operation in every 
sphere, and the methods which are 
recommended for obtaining these 
objectives are shared in common 
by his majesty’s government in the 
United kingdom,” Eden said.

Average Session of Senate Lasts Three Hours, 
of House Four Hours—A Few Attend 
to Business, But Many Go Home.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 7.—-With 
adjournment of Congress almost in 
sight, the wave of self-pity engulf- 
ing the Senate and the House is 
scarcely in keeping with the dila- 
tory record of the present session. 
If cloakroom complaint and self- 
praise were taken at face value, it 
would appear that the Senators and 
Representatives are the most over- 
worked individuals in the country 
and entitled to a long vacation at 
the expense of a grateful Republic. 
The time card of the present ses- 
sion, however, discloses that the life 
of the ordinary Congressman for 
the last seven months has been one 
of enviable ease and leisure. Both 
houses have fallen far short of ob- 
serving a 40-hour work week. 


If all goes well, the President’s 
five-point program for wages and 
hours, housing, lower court reform, 
income tax evasion and sugar legis- 
lation will be rushed through Con- 
gress by Aug. 14 or Aug. 21. There 
may be Saturday and night ses- 
sions, but the effect of hurried leg- 
islative practices is already evi- 
dent. For instance, the Miller-Tyd- 
ings price-fixing bill, a highly con- 
troversial measure, was allowed to 
slip through both houses as a rider 
to the District of Columbia appro- 
priation bill. Each house was too 
tired to consided the bill on its 
merits. 

$10,000 a Year and Perquisites. 


The salary of a Congressman is 
$10,000 annually, with perquisites 
for mileage and stationery. Some 
of the unscrupulous members are 
not above chiseling on the $5000-a- 
year allotted to each for clerk hire. 
With such an income, it might be 
supposed that the Senate and 
House members would consider 
themselves obligated to be on the 
job the year round, with a regular 
daily work schedule of six or eight 
hours.

The table does not tell the whole 
story. Many of the House members 
devote much of their time to the 
work of committees, which meet 
usually in the morning. But even 
committee attendance has been 
slack this summer. The House La- 
bor Committee was handicapped in 
its consideration of the pending 
wages and hours bill because on the 
important vote day five of the 20 
members were absent. The result 
was that Representative Wood

If Congress adjourns, as seems 
likely, before the end of the month, 
the members who have been com- 
plaining about being over-worked 
in the “jungle heat” of Washington 
will have more than four months 
to recuperate before the next ses- 
sion. They will insist, however, 
that this is not a vacation, that they 
really work harder at home than 
in Washington. But most of that 
home work is the repairing of po- 
litical fences and running for re- 
election. The legislators may con- 
sider themselves over-worked, but 
not enough to let someone else have 
the $10,000-a-year job with perqui- 
sites.

Additional Funds in Doubt. 

Mayor~Dickmann, ardent spon- 
sor of the memorial conceived as a 
$30,000,000 undertaking with the 
Federal Government paying 75 per 
cent of the cost, said on his return 
from Washington early this sum- 
mer that there was doubt the Fed- 
eral Government would appropriate 
funds beyond the $6,750,000. He 
hoped, however, that the Govern- 
ment would gradually complete the 
work, using funds regularly appro- 
priated to the National Park Ser- 
vice. 

The city’s $2,250,000 was provided 
out of the $7,500,000 bond issue of 
September, 1935, authorized by an 
election in which wholesale fraud 
has been shown. The city’s remain- 
ing bond issue funds can be used 
only in the ratio of $1 for each $3 
of new money provided by the Fed- 
eral Government. 

The lowest estimate yet made of 
the value of the riverfront prop- 
erty to be included in the memo- 
rial, $5,291,000, was supplied by a 
group of river-front property own- 
ers in a brief filed with the Dis- 
trict of Columbia Federal Court of 
Appeals, which refused an injunc- 
tion sought by opponents of the 
memorial. This estimate was made 
by 152 owners of property in the 
memorial area who favored the un- 
dertaking. They put the value of 
their own holdings at $1,778,570. 

In the recent litigation before 
Federal Judge Charles B. Davis, 
who also refused an injunction, the 
Government presented an affidavit 
of S. J. Bernheimer, a real estate 
dealer, which contained an estimate 
of $7,000,000 as the value of the 
property. 

That estimate was based on the 
assumption that the vacant prop- 
erty comprising about half of the 
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district, would be purchased at its 
assessed valuation; that partially 
occupied property, comprising 
would cost 50 per cent more than 
about one-quarter of the district, 
assessed value, and that wholly oc- 
cupied property would cost 100 per 
cent more than assessed value. 

In opposition to Bernheimer’s 
view, the objecting property owners 
filed an affidavit by. A. W. Albrecht, 
president of the W. E. Beckmann 
Bakers’ & Confectioners’ Supply 
Co., estimating the value of the 
property at from $13,000,000 to $15,- 
000,000. Albrecht’s affidavit stated 
he had been in business in the river- 
front district for 38 years and was 
familiar with property values there. 

The petition of the objecting 
property owners filed with Judge 
Davis asserted value of the proper- 
ty needed for the memorial was “in 
excess of $11,000,000.” 

If the cost should finally be de- 
termined at more than $9,000,000, it 
would be necessary either to pro- 
vide more money or abandon the 
plan. By waiting until the cost 
has been finally determined before 
acquiring any of the property, the 
Government will be in a better po- 
sition to abandon the whole scheme 
if it should prove too expensive. 

Had the Government proceeded 
with its original intention of ac- 
quiring some of the property by 
private purchase, as was announced 
in June, it might have been left 
with some real estate on its hands 
for which it would have no use if 
the memorial plan were abandoned.

Menuhin, 20-year-old 
American violinist, will play the 
almost legendary last work of 
Schumann exactly as it left his 
hands in 1853, shortly before the 
mental collapse that preceded his 
death three years later. Menuhin 
said a German music publisher sent 
him a photocopy of the Schumann 
manuscript, asking whether he be- 
lieved it “concert-worthy.” The vi- 
olinist compared it to the Brahms 
concerto for violin, written later. 

Menuhin late next month will 
emerge from a two-year retirement 
at his home in the hills here. He 
will play the Schumann concerto 
and the one by Brahms on the same 
program with the St. Louis Sym- 
phony Orchestra and with orches- 
tras in New York, Boston, Philadel- 
phia, London, Amsterdam, The 
Hague and Paris.

Marion D. Hutchison, $115-a- 
month lay employe of the City Le- 
gal Aid Bureau, has been ordered 
by his superior, G. Ralph Ernst, an 
attorney, to cease representing cli- 
ents of the bureau in court pro- 
ceedings. 

The order followed the opening 
of an investigation by the St. Louis 
Bar Disciplinary Committee of 
Hutchison’s handling of replevin 
cases for several of the clients and 
of his giving legal advice. The

Legality of two replevin actions 
handled by Hutchison had been

the other side and the bureau had 


| settled the cases out of court fol- 


lowing their complaints. 

In one of these actions, the proc- 
ess purported to have been issued 
from the court of Justice of the 
Peace Richard J. FitzGibbon in the 
Old Courthouse. At that court, 
howeyer, it was said no such suit 
had been filed and a Post-Dispatch 
reporter found no such case listed 
in the court index. ‘ 

Hutchison on Vacation. 

Hutchison could not be reached. 
An appointment with him was ar- 
ranged through Ernst, but when 
the reporter made ready to keep 
it yesterday noon, he was informed 
Hutchison had just departed on a 
three weeks’ vacation. 

The case purporting to have been 
filed in Justice FitzGibbon’s court 
was undertaken in behalf of a cli- 
ent of the Free Legal Aid Bureau, 
who contended a hotel was holding 
some of her belongings under a 
claim for rent she did not owe. It 
was settled out of court by pay- 
ment of $7, haif the rental claim, 
after the hotel's attorney had ques- 
tioned legality of removal of the 
belongings from the hotel. 

Ernst acknowledged that Hutchi- 
son had “handled a couple of re- 
plevins last winter” on which com- 
plaints had been made, but added, 
“those have been settled up satis- 
factorily.”

Details of Actions. 

One of them was a replevin ac- 
tion undertaken in behalf of Sam- 
uel Drake against his mother-in- 
law, Mrs. Grace Arnold, and his sis- 


_ter-in-law, Mrs. Thelma Reed. 


Mrs. Arnold, a woman past 60 
years of age, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter at her home, 1829 Hickory 
street, that a slender young man 
took some bedding, clothing and a 
wrist watch from her last Dec. 30 
after reading “some kind of paper 
that said Sam Drake was claiming 
the property.” 

“I knew the dresses and _ the 
watch were mine,” she continued, 
“because they had belonged to my 
other daughter, Daisy Drake, and 
Sam had given them to me after 
she died. So I went to a lawyer, 
George A. Ryan, and showed him 
the paper. Later he took me down 
to the Legal Aid Bureau and ar- 
ranged for me to get the dresses 
and the watch back—the bedding 
beyonged to Sam. I did get the 
dresses and the watch last Febru- 
ary.” 

Ryan said he had represented 
Mrs. Arnold but declined to discuss 
details of the case, explaining he 
had testified before the Bar Com- 
mittee under subpena. Hearings of 
the committee are secret under 
rules of the Missouri Supreme 
Court. 

Other Replevin Suit. 

The other replevin action in 
which the bureau files were not 
found was undertaken in behalf of 
Mrs. Josephine De Carlo to obtain 
articles of apparel held by the 
Parkedge Apartment Hotel, 4907 
West Pine boulevard, as security on 
a $14 claim for rent. 

Ben L. Shifrin, attorney for the 
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Hailstones Kill 500 Birds 
On One Acre in County 


Such Heavy Mortality in So Small an Area 
Is Unprecedented, Says President 
of Audubon Society. 


The killing of about 500 birds, 
found in the one-acre yard on the 
farm of Louis Koewing on Clayton 
road, one mile west of Ballas road, 


after a heavy hail and rain storm 
been 
the subject of great interest to 
ornithologists. 

While hail is known to cause the 
death of many birds, the concentra- 
tion of dead birds in so small an 
arear is unprecedented in the ex- 
perience of such students of bird 
lore as Sterling P. Jones, 609 Bonita 
avenue, Webster Groves,’ president 
of the Missouri section of the Audu- 
bon Society. 

The most plausible theory ad- 
vanced is that birds, feeding in the 
surrounding open fields before the 
heat of the day, took refuge in a 
grove of tall maples on the Koe- 
wing place with the breaking of 
the storm only to be killed outright 
by the large hail stones, or were 
made unconscious and drowned by 
the downpour which followed. The 
thickly planted maples offer the 
only shelter for birds for consid- 
erable distances in each direction 
and many nest there in the spring. 

Many Windows Broken. 

The storm broke at 7 a. m. at the 
Koewing farm and the hail battered 
out many windows there and in 
other sections of the country. Hail, 
driven by a high wind, crashed 
through the trees, stripping off 


leaves, Koewing said, and the heavy 
downpour of rain left deep puddles 
in which many birds lay. Some, 
he related, recovered consciousness 
and clumsily flapped away. 

With his son, Edward, Koewing 
filled a bushel basket four times 
with the bodies of birds, and about 
the edges of the grove gathered 
up another half-bushel. The esti- 
mate of number was based upon 
these measures. About two-thirds 
of the birds were English sparrows, 
the greater part of the remainder 
were robins and there were several 
woodpeckers, both red-headed and 
flickers, an occasional cardinal, 
some blackbirds and one goldfinch, 
or wild canary. No crows were ob- 
served among the bodies carried to 
a ravine. 

Some Fruit Damaged. 

The Audubon Society’ president 
said the high proportion of spar- 
rows was to be expected because 
of their habit of traveling in flocks. 

The hail, which fell in many 
parts of the county, caused damage 
to some truck gardens and to fruit, 
County Farm Agent Russell Lan- 
der said. The hailstones, in some 
instances, were said to be as large 
as golf balls. Tomatoes, peppers 
and canteloupes were ruined in 
some gardens, and some peaches 
and apples, battered by the hail- 
stones, will develop brown spots, 


affecting their market value. Some 
fruit was knocked from trees.

NEWSPAPER GUILD 
MEDICAL UNIT BROKE . 


St. Louis Experiment in Group 
Hospitalization Fails With 
$500 Outstanding Bills. 


The St. Louis Newspaper Guild’s 
experiment in co-operative medi- 
cine, by which it sought to guaran- 
tee medical attention to its mem- 
bers upon payment of a flat month- 
ly fee, apparently has failed. 

With between $500 and $600 in 
bills outstanding which the medical 
and hospitalization service has no 
money to meet, members of the ex- 
perimental organization will meet 
this morning at the Young Men’s 
Hebrew Association, 724 North 
Union boulevard, to decide whether 
to abandon the service or to con- 
tinue it upon a drastically curtailed 
basis. 

If the service is abandoned, the 
plan is to have the co-operative or- 
ganization disclaim responsibility 
for the outstanding bills in most 
cases and to turn them back to the 


individuals who received medical 
attention, or in cases of deceased 
members, their families. One re- 
porter who died recently received 
medical services costing $200 for 
which, under this plan, the organi- 
zation would have his widow pay. 
Assessments Considered. 

Members of the committee in 
charge of the service said last 
night that such turning back of 
bills to individuals would be only 
in cases where members have re- 
ceived services costing more than 
the dues they paid. Collection of 
back dues and an assessment on 
some members who have received 
more than they put into the ex- 
periment are expected to provide 
funds to pay the bills of members 
who have not received in service, 
as much as they paid in dues. 

Commenting on the apparent fail- 
ure of the plan, Julius Klyman, in- 
ternational vice-president of the 
Guild, who is chairman of the serv- 
ice committee, said last night that 
two factors were responsible for the 
deficit. One, he said, was the fact 
members required more expensive 
medical attention than a study of 
health records indicated they would. 
The other was that it was impos- 
sible to engage physicians on a con- 
tractual basis by which their fees 
would depend upon available funds 
of the organization. 

Had 70 Members. 

The service was organized in 
April, 1936, with 70 members pay- 
ing from $3 to $5 a month depend- 
ing upon their incomes and the size 
of their families. Members and 
their immediate families were to re- 
ceive a maximum of $250 medical 
service a year, including up to 21- 
days of hospital care. The mem- 
bership at present is 50. 

Stating that 31 of the remaining 
50 members have received services 
worth more than the amount they 
paid in dues, Klyman said his com- 
mittee believed the experiment 
would have enjoyed more success 
had it been conducted with a larg- 
er group. If dissolution is voted, 
he said, the committee will rec- 
ommend that members join the 
Wage Earners’ Health Association, 
a similar co-operative project op- 
erating in St. Louis with 600 mem- 


bers.

Resolution Says Tokio Gov- 
ernment Should Maintain 
Peace in China by Stop- 
ping Agitation. 


SITUATION SERIOUS, 
PREMIER DECLARES 


Use of Ships for Military 
Purposes Makes Carrying 
of Basic Commodities an 
Acute Problem.

TOKIO, Aug. 7.—A display of 
patriotism marked the closing to- 
day of Japan’s special two-week 
parliamentary session, at which 
appropriations of 419,000,000 yen 
(about $121,500,000) were rushed 
through to support military opera- 
tions in China. 

A resolution passed by the “war- 
time” Diet, as it was called, de- 
clared that “Japan should maintain 
peace and order in Eastern Asia by 
ejecting anti-Japanese agitation 
from that part of China which 
slights international justice.” 

Premier Fumimaro Konoye, in a 
statement from his sick-bed, where 
he was prostrated by heat, said: 
“The Diet’s resolution in connection 
with the North China Incident and 
Japan’s role in preserving peace in 
Eastern Asia represents the true 
spirit and will of the entire na- 
tion. The situation is extremely 
serious.” 

The session passed 34 out of 35 
bills presented by the Government. 
The only measure not disposed of 
Was one concerning trial by jury, 
which was shelved. 

Unless specially convoked to deal 
with the crisis, Parliament will not 
meet again until December. 

Because Japan has diverted 
many of its coastwise vessels to 
military transport service, the prob- 
lem of supplying the nation with 
basic commodities became acute. 
Shipments of foodstuffs, coal, ore, 
salt and other necessaries were seri- 
ously delayed. / 

The Government tried to allevi- 
ate the situation by lifting restric- 
tions on foreign ships engaging in 
coastal trade, but no British, Amer- 
ican or Canadian vessels availed 
themselves of the chance to pick 
up cargoes. 

The Ministry of Communications 
was considering emergency legisla- 
tion to revive the World War ordi- 
nance controlling and restricting 
movements of Japanese vessels 
abroad, to make them available for 
use of the Empire at home. 

An official of the Imperial house- 
hold indicated the Emperor’s broth- 
er, Prince Chichibu, intended to cut 
short his European vacation tour 
because of the Far Eastern crisis 
and because of illness. He has been 
suffering from a cold and is run 
down from too much social activ- 
ity. He and Princess Chichibu are 
in the Netherlands now.

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States Its Experts Suggested 
Change in Plans for Neigh- 
borhood Gardens.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 7.—J. A 
Wolf, one of the sponsors of Neigh- 
borhood Gardens, St. Louis slum 
clearance project which has been 
unable to make principal payments 
on its P W A loan, was advised by 
Government housing experts before 
construction began that the project 
would be “very difficult to make 
good on,” it was said today by a 
P W A spokesman. 

The spokesman said the P W A 
“tried to get Wolf to change his 
plans even after construction had 
started,” but the Government’s 
suggestions were rejected. 

“Although we were not satisfied 
with the plans, we let the project 
go ahead at Mr. Wolf’s insistence,” 
he said. “The Government had no 
stake in it except to get back its 
loan and we believed that could be 
done. The Government made no 
grant of money, and had no part 
in the management.” 

Commenting on Wolf’s declara- 
tion that “there is no such thing 
in the United States as low-cost 
housing or low-rent housing,” he 
said: 

“The Knickerbocker Village 
project in New York, which Mr. 
Wolf cited, is not a slum clearance 
project, but a bankers’ project.” 


No Comment by Wolf on Statement 
of P W A Spokesman. 

J. A. Wolf, secretary of Neigh- 
borhood Gardens, Inc., limited divi- 
dend corporation which obtained a 
$632,000 P W A loan for construc- 
tion of the 252-unit apartment at 
Eighth and O’Fallon streets, said 
he had no comment to make on the 
foregoing dispatch. 

Wolf announced last week that 
the undertaking was a d@honstrat- 
ed failure as a social exp@#iment in 
slum clearance because persons in 
the low wage class for which it was 
intended could not pay rents re- 
quired to meet interest and princi- 
pal payments. Present rents, from 
$18 to $38 a month, must be raised, 
he said. 

Since the first apartments were 
opened in September, 1935, the cor- 
poration has been able to pay only 
the interest on the P W A loan, 
amounting to $25,280 a year, and 
taxes of $13,000 a year. It was un- 
able to meet $9480 principal 
payment on the P W A loan, which 
bears 4 per cent interest and re- 
quires amortization in 35 years by 
annual interest and principal pay- 
ments of 54% per cent of the face. 

In addition to this first mortgage, 
10 directors who provided $102,000 
of their own funds, hold a second 
deed of trust on which they have 
had no return. Prospects of any 
return on the second mortgage for 
several years are remote, Wolf 
said, even with a 10 per cent rent 
increase. The corporation is lim- 
ited to a 5% per cent profit after 
first mortgage charges are met, 
balances over this amount,,. should 
there be any, going into reserve 
for maintenance or improvements 
or being used for rent reduction. 

At present rentals, maximum rey- 
enue from the building would be 
$6837 a month or $82,044 a year. In 
recent months income from rent 
has been $6600 to $6800. Operat- 
ing expenses, including gas, elec- 
tricity, maintenance, janitor service 
and management have _ required 
part of the revenue. 

Officers of the corporation, who 
were among those who subscribed 
the $102,000, are: James Lee John- 
son, president; James T. Pettus, 
Samuel Plant and Bert H. Lang, 
vice-presidents; W. T. Ravenscroft, 
treasurer, and Wolf, secretary.

JAPANESE FORCES 
AND CHINESE BOTH 
ADVANCE IN NORTH 
Continued From Page One. 


pected to be Japan’s next objec- 
tive. 

Paotingfu, 85 miles southwest of 
Peiping on the railway to Hankow, 
was expected to be another goal of 
Japanese attacks. Reports to Nan- 
king said the Japanese were im- 
pressing hundreds of Chinese into 
forced labor building military 
works along the Yungting River, 
west of Peiping, which was the 
scene of the first Chinese-Japanese 
clash the night of July 7. 


Moving Toward Each Other. 
In north China, especially along 


the three railways radiating from 
Peiping, steadily increasing Japan- 
ese forces and loosely organized 
Chinese armies were moving omin- 
ously toward each other. 


Foreign observers at Tientsin es- 
timated the army with which Japan 
dominates all northeastern Hopeh 
now totals 45,000 officers and men. 
Military experts here placed the 
strength at 33,000, although fresh 
units were arriving steadily from 
Manchuria and Japan. 


Within close striking distance of 
this Japanese army it was estimat- 
ed there were 75,000 Chinese troops 
of various commands. The total 
of Chinese troops between the Peip- 
ing-Tientsin line and the Yellow 
River’ was placed at 150,000—half 
of them controlled by the Central 
Government—while below the Yel- 
low River along the Lunghai Rail- 
way were about 200,000 more. 


The Chinese Central Government 
had about 100,000 more soldiers be- 
tween Nanking and Shanghai. Of 
its 300. effective aircraft, most were 
reported north of the Yangtze Riv- 
er. It was believed the Nanking 
generalissimo, Chiang Kai-shek, 
could put 1,000,000 men in the field 
in case of real war, including his 
38 “superior” German-trained divi- 
sions, , 


But there was still no indication 
that Nanking would throw its own 
armies into the conflict. Japan was 
conceded to have a great advantage 
in mechanization, armament, staff 
work and also in holding a strong 
defensive position in the north. 


Japanese Have Good Position. 


Experts in Tientsin described 
that position as a semi-circle of 
more than 150 miles below and 
around Tientsin and Peiping, bul- 
warked by Manchoukuo, Japan's 
protectorate, on the North, and by 
absolute Japanese domination of 
the sea to the East. Only danger 
of a flanking movement was be- 
lieved to be in the Northwest, where 
Chinese forces from Shansi Prov- 
ince were reported gathering in the 
Kalgan area. Some Nanking rein- 
forcements were said to be in that 
area, 


The 150-mile “front” began at 
Tangku, port for Tientsin at the 
mouth of the Hai Ho. It ran south- 
west to cross the Tientsin-Pukow 
Railway 20 miles south of Tient- 
sin, then westward to straddle the 
Peiping-Hankow railway about 25 
miles southwest of Peiping, then 
northward across the Peiping-Suiy- 
uan line some 25 miles northwest 
of Peiping and on to the Great 
Wall 


Vanguards of the northward 
moving Chinese levies were report- 
ed, without confirmation, to have 
reached Machang below Tientstn

and Liuliho below Peiping, which 
would place them within a few

One Japanese brigade held the 
Tientsin-Tangku supply line; two 
others pointed down the railways 
below Tientsin arid Peiping and a 
fourth was at Tungchow, 12 miles 
east of Peiping. Small units held 
the area between Peiping and 
Tientsin. General headquarters 
remained at Tientsin. 

Armored Trains and Cars. 


Four armored trains equipped 
with 37 millimeter guns patrolled 
the railroads assisted by 50 arm- 
ored cars equipped both with rail 
and highway wheels. 

In Peiping and Tientsin the Jap- 
anese had 25 armored cars. Twen- 
ty-five heavy tanks ‘and 35 light 
tanks supported the‘infantry and 
artillery positions. In the area 
there were four artillery battalions 
wit’ 80 75-millimeter pieces, 20 of 
100-millimeters and 40 of 150 milli- 
meters. 

Japan had 60 airplanes based at 
Tientsin and the same number at 
the Shanhsikwan reserve base. 

The 75,000 Chinese within striking 
distance of the line were equipped 
with a limited number of light 
guns and 75-millimeter pieces, with 
no heavier artillery.

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SOVIET THREATENS 
TO END OIL LEASE 
IN ROW With JAPAN 


Concessionaire on Island of 
Sakhalin Is Refused Per- 
mission to Build Pipe 
Line. 


VIOLATIONS OF 
CONTRACT ALLEGED 


Russian Officials Ordered 
to Keep Activities ‘‘Strict- 
ly Within Terms” of 


_ Agreement.

MOSCOW, Aug. 7.—The oil pro 
duced in the Island of Sakhalin, an 
important source of supply for the 


Japanese Navy, was added to the 
already long list of matters in dip- 
lomatic dispute betwéen Soviet 
Russia and Japan. Government 
sources threatened possible cancel- 
lation of the concession, under 
which the Japanese work wells pro- 
ducing annually more than 250,000 
tons of petroleum. 

The Soviet Union recently turned 
down a request from the Japanese 
concessionaire for permission to 
build a pipe line one and one-quar- 
ter miles long. The Sakhalin au- 
thorities and public opinion . were 
said by the Moscow newspaper 
“Izvestia” to be “outraged at the 
insolence of the Japanese demands.” 

It. was revealed yesterday that 
the Soviet Union’s concessions com- 
mission had instructed the Sakhalin 
authorities to resist “by all pos- 
sible means”-a reported Japanese 
attempt to build the pipe line with- 
out permission. The commission 
also formally notifitd the conces- 
sionaire that “the attempt itself 
must be considered a blunt viola- 
tion of contract, involving all the 
inevitable consequences of such a 
violation.” 

The only consequence contem- 
plated in the contract’s terms is 
cancellation. 

Other Violations Alleged. 

The warning to Japan concluded 
with the dssertion that the Jap- 
anese oil concessionaire had _ vio- 
lated, during the last year, many 
other contractural obligations. The 
local authorities have been instruct- 
ed to take all necessary measures 
“to keep the activity of the con- 
cessionaire, strictly within the terms 
of the contract and in conformance 
with the Soviet laws.” 

Japan obtained the southern por- 
tion of the Island of Sakhalin in 
1905, under the treaty of Ports- 
mouth, which ended the Russo- 
Japanese War. The oil lease is on 
the northern end of the island. The 
island is off the coast of Siberia, 
north of the Japanese Archipelago. 

It is perhaps significant that the 
warning to Japan was published on 
the eighth anniversary of the estab- 
lishment of the Soviet Union’s Far 
Eastern Army as an independent 
organization. All the newspapers 
hailed the anniversary as a renewed 
demonstration of the Soviet Union’s 
determination to resist any aggres- 
sion in Siberia. 

Pictures of Marshal Vassily 
Bluecher, the Far Eastern army’s 
commander, were published with 
nearly every one of the articles on 
the occasion, and there were pa- 
triotic eulogies of the Red Army 
soldiers “whose blood has already 
consecrated the soil of Soviet Si- 
beria.” The day was made an Offi- 
cial holiday at Khabarovsk, the cap- 
ital of the Far Eastern area, with 
special mass demonstrations sched- 
uled to show popular support for 
the Soviet Union’s only independent

MAN FIELD IN INFANTS 


BURIAL HANGS SELF 


Illinois Farmer Accused by 
Stepdaughter Admits He 
Was Their Father. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
PAXTON, Ill., Aug. 7.—Arrested 


on a charge of illegal burial of two 


infant boys following a complaint 
he had made, Berley C. Rork, Ford 
County farmer and school director, 
hanged himself in the cougty jail 
here early today. Rork admitted 
he was the father of the two in- 
fants and of a third son, -ow 5 
years old, by his stepdaughter. 

County authorities would have 
known nothing of the illegal bur- 
ials‘'or the attack on Dorothy 
Crouch, 23, had Rork not com- 
plained to Coroner Cletus Jayne 
that two infants were buried on 
his farm without permit. He said 
he did not know who was the 
father of the boys nor who buried 
them; only the name of the mother. 

Coroner Jayne and Deputy Sher- 
iff Harry K. Rheel went to the 
Rork farm and exhumed the bodies 
from a grave shown to them by 
Rork. The Coroner ordered an in- 
quest. 

Miss Crouch was summdéned to 
testify and accused Rork of the 
parentage. She said she believed 
both boys died at birth. She said 
she had no medical care. Then 
she told of the third son, and said 
Rork also was his father. Rork 
listened to the charges and ad- 
mitted he was the father of all 
three children. Dates of the illegal 
burials were fixed as June 11, 1935, 
and April 11, 1937. 

Rork was placed in jail last night 
pending further investigation of 
the case. This morning other pris- 
oners found him dead. He had 
hanged himself with a wire coat 
hanger, 

Rork married Miss Crouch’s 
mother more than 20 years ago 
when Miss Crouch was an infant. 
Rork is the father of five children 
by his wife. The eldest, a _ son, 
now is 19 years old. 

Miss Crouch told Coroner Jayne 
at the inquest that Rork attacked 
her many times in the last six or 


seven years. She said he always 


threatened her with a revolver and 
forced her to remain silent’ about 
his attentions through fear for her 
life. 

Recently she took her son and 
went to a nearby farm to work. 
Rork went to the farm repeatedly 
and asked her to return to his 
home. Still fearing him, she said, 
she refused. Authorities believ: this 
so angered Rork that he sought 
to place responsibility for the il- 
legal burials upon his stepdaughter 
and some other man, 


3 BALTIMORE GUNMEN HOLD 
POLICE AT BAY, SHOOT UP CAR 


More Than 100 Shots Are Fired 
in Running Fight Through 
City.

BALTIMORE, Aug. 7.—Three 
gunmen, who disabled a police car 
with bullets, held two officers at 
bay with pistols and sped away in 
a coupe, eluded police tonight. 

Neither of the officers, whose am- 
munition was exhausted when their 
car stopped, was injured. One of 
the gunmen was believed to have 
been wounded in the arm. 

More than 100 shot: were fired 
in the chase through Baltimore 
City and county. Two builets went 
through the police car windshield 
and others went into its motor. 

The shooting began when the of- 
ficers followed a sedan and a 
coupe into a side road on the theory 
one of the cars had been stolen. 

The gunmen opened fire shortly 
after the police car turned into the 
side road. Two officers returned 
the fire, several of their bullets 
striking the rear of the sedan and 
blowing out a tire. The two offi- 
cers, their pistols empty, jumped 
out of their car as bullets stopped 
its motor. The occupant of the 
sedan and the two men in the 
coupe jumped to the road, held the 
police at pistol point, then sped off 
in the coupe.

STATE INVESTIGATION 
OF BEAUTY SCHOOLS 


Health Commissioner Awaits 
Report Before Deciding on 
Public Hearing. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch, 


JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 7. — 
Dr. Harry F. Parker, State Health 
Commissioner, announced today 
that he would call a public hear- 
ing on charges of illegal practices 
by some St. Louis beauty schools 
and shop§, if reports by two inspec- 
tors of the division of comsetology 
and hairdressing seemed to justify 
such a step. 

The National Association of Hair- 
dressers and Cosmetologists, which 
is seeking more vigorous enforce- 
ment of beauty school and shop 
regulations to end the alleged prac- 
tice of having students without pay 
work on unsuspecting customers, 
refused to participate in a public 
hearing before Dr. Parker here 
Thursday. The association an- 
nounced, however, it was willing to 
present its evidence at a 
hearing under proper conditions. 

Dr. Parker said the two investi- 
gators were sent to St. Louis Thurs- 
day. Until their report is made, it 
will be impossible to determine 
whether a hearing should be held, 
he said. If it is decided to conduct 
a hearing, the State Health Depart- 
ment has the power to subpena wit- 
nesses and take their testimony 
under oath. It probably would be 
three weeks before the inspectors 
made their report, Dr. Parker 
added. 


Association Head Urges Hearing 
Be in St. Louis. 

Samuel A. Sperber, president of 
the National Association of Hair- 
dressers and Cosmetologists, has 
said the refusal to participate in a 
public hearing was based on the 
fact the association’s delegation had 
gone to Jefferson City expecting to 
present its material to Dr. Parker 
in private and was not prepared 
for a public hearing. He suggested 
the public hearing should be held 
in St. Louis, preferably in the 
Municipal Auditorium, where it 
would be more available to St. Louis 
complainants.

Plymouth Co. Officials and 
Union _ Representatives 
Expect Work to Resume 


Tomorrow. 


By the Associated Press. 

DETROIT, Aug. 7.—Officials of 
the Plymouth Motor Car Co, and 
representatives of the United Auto- 
mobile Workers of America an- 
nounced a “basis of settlement” to- 
night which, they predicted, would 
result in resumption of normal op- 
erations in the Plymouth plant 
Monday morning. 

Detaiis of the proposed settle- 
ment were not disclosed. It will 
be submitted tomorrow to a rati- 
fication meeting of Plymouth em- 
ployes who are members of the 
C IO union. 

“The management, officials of 
the union and the negotiating com- 
mittees have agreed ~.:. a basis of 


settlement which will be presented 
at a membership committee meet- 
ing at 2 p. m. Sunday for formal 
ratification,” Richard T. Franken- 
steen, organizational worker of the 
United Automobile Workers an- 
nounced after a night conference. 
Ratification Is > 

“It is expected that the meeting 
will ratify the agreement and that 
all workers affected by the closing 
will return at their regular hours 
Monday,” he said. 

Attorney Lester L. Colbert, coun- 
sel for the Chrysler Corporation, 
Plymouth parent concern, said: 

“We have agreed with the offi- 
cers of the United Automobile 
Workers and the negotiating com- 
mittee on a basis of settlement of 
the controversy at the Plymouth 
plant. If the settlement is approved 
by the members of the union, the 
Plymouth plant will go into full 
operations for all shifts on Mon- 
day.”

PUZZLES PONTRAGTOR 


Head of Open Shop Concern 
Says He Had No Trouble 
With Union Electricians. 


The building at 908-12 North 
Kingshighway, occupied by the 
“open-shop” Hanenkamp Electric 
Co., was damaged $200 by a bomb 
which exploded in the vestibule be- 
fore dawn yesterday morning. 

Carl Hanenkamp, head of the 
concern, said to police and a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that he 
could not account for the bombing. 
He added that while he does not 
employ members of the electricians’ 
union, he has not been approached 
by the union and has had no labor 
trouble. 

“There is something behind this, 
of course, but I don’t know what 
it is,’ Hanenkamp said. While a 
former chairman of a group of elec- 
trical contractors affiliated with 
the Allied Building Contractors’ 
Association, he said he was no 
longer active in the organization. 

The bomb was placed in the en- 
trance after an earlier attempt to 
wreck the shop failed. On Friday 
afternoon, an employe found five 
sticks of dynamite, with a partly 
burned fuse attached, on the roof 
of a one-story warehouse behind 
the store. Police said the unexplod- 
ed bomb was similar to one found 
recently at the Kirn Advertising 
Sign Co., 2739 Washington boule- 
vard. “The Kirn firm was involved 
in a union jurisdictional dispute. 

The explosion tore a hole in the 
inch-thick metal floor of the Han- 
enkamp vestibule, broke glass in 
the door and in a transom, and 
shattered a window in a tavern 
next door. Persons sleeping above 
the store were awakened, but were 
not hurt. There was no fire. 

Police questioned Arthur Schad- 
ing, business agent of Local No. 1, 
Brotherhood of Electrical Workers, 
who declared he had no knowledge 
of the bombing.

QUSTED NAZI WRITERS 
DEPART FROM ENGLAND 


Two of Three Go as Berlin 
Dispatches Tell of Official 
Threats of Retaliation. 


LONDON, Aug. 7.—The British 
home office’s order compelling 
three German newhpaper corres- 
pondents to leave England tonight 
appeared likely to open a prolong:d 
Anglo-German controversy. Two of 
the three already have left for 
Germany. 

As Berlin dispatches told of Ger- 


man official threats of retaliation 
there were indications the German 
Embassy here was preparing for 
some action in the matter. 

Two members of the Embassy 
staff traveled by airplane to Ren- 
frew, in Scotland, where the Am- 
bassador, Joachim von Ribbentrop, 
is on vacation. The correspondents’ 
plight was understood to be the 
subject of a conference, and it was 
indicated when the two embassy 
members returned to London 
tomorrow the embassy would at 
least “ask for further information” 
concerning the home office order. 


14 Days to Wind Up Affairs. 


The home office declined, with- 
out explanation, to renew the la- 
bor permits of the German writers 
and they were given two weeks to 
wind up their personal affairs and 
leave the country. ;

Only this week a four-months po- 
litical journalistic feud between 
Italy and Britain—in which all ac- 
tion was on the Italian side—was 
ended. Italian correspondents re- 
turned to London and Italy’s bar 
against entry of several British 
newspapers has been withdrawn. 

The virtual expulsion of the three 
writers was the first such action 
taken by Britain against German 
correspondents in peacetime.

— The 
state of emergency declared 
Wednesday by Mayor S. Davis Wil- 
son to handle violence in a truck 
drivers’ strike, was lifted today and 
51 men arrested in the disorders 
were released from county prison. 
The strike which tied up a third 
of the city’s trucks, was called off 
soon after Wilson invoked the state

Trt HOME 10 BE RAZED 
IN VANDEVENTER PLACE 


No. 68 Was Last Occupied by 
Nancy Coonsman_ Hahn, 
Sculptor. 


Another fine old home in Vande- 
venter Place is to be razed to save 
taxes and maintenance. 

A permit to wreck the three- 
story brick residence at No. 68 
was issued by the city yesterday. 
The house, more than 50 years old, 
has been unoccupied since the last 


tenant, Mrs. Nancy Coonsman 
Hahn, sculptor, moved out’ two 
years ago. Chances are that when 
the wreckers complete their work 
the site will remain just another 
vacant lot in this once-fashionable 
residence place. A 

Ironbound restrictions, formulat- 
ed in the early ’70s, which say that 
Vandeventer Place is reserved for 
single residences, have withstood 
repeated efforts to bring commer- 
cialism into this private district. 
Attempts to rent several of the 
old houses to rooming-house keep- 
ers have been defeated, as have the 
desires of owners of vacant pieces 
facing on Grand boulevard to sell 
to buyers who contemplated erect- 
ing picture shows or office build- 
ings. 

Desirability of Vandeventer Place 
as a site for new single residences 
has waned with the changing char- 
acter of the surrounding neighbor- 
hood, which includes Negro resi- 
dents on the north and west, room- 
ing houses to the south and a com- 
mercial thoroughfare as the east- 
ern boundary. 

No. 68 is the seventh of the old 
homes to be turned over to wreck- 
ers in the last three years. Six 
were doomed to save taxes and 
maintenance costs, and the seventh 
was condemned by the city as un- 
safe. 

Among the former mansions fall- 
ing to the wrecker’s pinchbar was 
the 26-room residence built a half- 
century ago by Henry Clay Pierce, 
capitalist, at a cost of $800,000. Oth- 
ers leveled to save expenses includ- 
ed No. 12, built about 1885 by John 
D. Perry; No. 25, formerly the home 
of William H. Lee, banker; No. 62, 
which cost $75,000 about 40 years 
ago and formerly was occupied by 
the family of Peyton C. Carr, and 
No. 59. The old Bailey mansion, at 
No. 89, vacant for 15 years, was 
condemned last month. 


COUNTERVAILING DUTIES 
AGAINST NINE COUNTRIES 


Tariff Increased to Check Imports 
of Goods Having Advantage 
of Subsidies. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 7.—Treas- 
ury officials said today they had 
imposed countervailing duties 
against nine countries to check im- 
ports of subsidized products. 

The tariff laws authorize the 
Treasury to levy additional duties 
against articles on which foreign 
countries grant subsidies. 

With some foreign nations trying 
to become economically self-suffi- 
cient, officials said many new cases 
of subsidization had _ developed. 
They reported the Treasury has 
applied the countervailing duties 
most frequently against Australia, 
and Germany. 

At present, they reported these 
duties are in effect against Austra- 
lian shipments of fruits, butter, 
combed wool or wool tops, certain 
types of sugar and fencing wire. 
German products bearing the duties 
include wheat, beans, peas, cam- 
eras and calf and kid leather.

LIQUIDATOR RETAINED 
FOR SEWER DISTRICTS 


Kenneth Teasdale, However, 
Is Appointed Attorney, Suc- 
ceeding George Barnett. 


Retention of William H. Tegeth- 
hoff as liquidator of the seven aban- 
doned St. Louis County sewer 
districts set up under the old Ralph 


law was decided upon by Gov. Stark 
at Jefferson City yesterday, after 
a conference between the Governor 
and the liquidator at the Capitol. 

The Governor, who considered the 
question of keeping or removing 
Tegethoff as a result of complaints 
about conduct of the liquidator’s 
office, made no comment in an- 
nouncing his decision. 

George Barnett Resigns. 

On returning from Jefferson City 
last night, Tegethoff announced 
the resignation of George  Bar- 
nett as his attorney and the appoint- 
ment of Kenneth Teasdale, presi- 
dent of the Missouri Bar Associa- 
tion, as Barnett’s successor. 

Teasdale will receive the same 
salary as Barnett, $200 a month, 
the legal maximum. While Teas- 
dale’s appointment must be ap- 
proved by the St. Louis County 
Circuit Court Tegethoff said he 
would serve without confirmation 
until the court meets again, Three 
of the court’s four divisions are in 
vacation until Sept. 1. 

Tegethoff will confer tomorrow 
with Teasdale regarding the hasten- 
ing of litigation incident to the 
liquidation. Gov. Stark, Tegethoff 
said, did not question present poli- 
cies, but urged that the liquida- 
tion be expedited. 

A new commission as liquidator 
will be issued to him by Gov. Stark, 
Tegethoff added. The appointment, 
like the one he is now serving, is 
for no specified term. Tegethoff 
disclosed that Barnett’s resignation 
was submitted Thursday with the 
stipulation that it become effective 
when a new attorney was. ap- 
pointed. 

Teasdale, who resides at Brown 
and Airport roads, St. Louis County, 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that Gov. Stark telephoned him 
yesterday morning to learn whether 
he would accept the appointment 
and he said he would. 

It was announced last Tuesday 
by Barnett that he would retire 
from the job in order to save Teget- 
hoff from possible embarrassment 
over Barnett’s former position as 
counsel for taxpayers in the dis- 
tricts. Barnett’s appointment, about 
Jan. 1, 1935, was approved unan- 
imously by the Court. He suc- 
ceeded John E. Mooney ag attorney 
for the liquidator. Formerly Bar- 
nett represented the Taxpayers’ 
Protective Association which op- 
posed the Ralph sewer law. Tege- 
thoff had been criticised for employ- 
ing Barnett because of this, but 
Barnett denied there was justifica- 
tion for the criticism. 

A chief complainant against Teg- 
ethoff’s administration has bee 
Arthur L. Hardin, whose profitable 
activity in buying and selling war- 
rants of the old sewer districts at 
discounts was described in a re- 
port by Assistant Attorney-General 
Edward H. Miller. The complaints 
caused Gov. Stark to request an 
investigation by Attorney-General 
Roy McKittrick, who delegated the 
work to Miller. 

Vigorous Policy Urged. 

Miller, in a report, which be- 
came public July 30, said it would 
be to Hardin’s interest to have 
Tegethoff removed, as Tegethoff 
had put a stop to the settlement of 
sewer tax bills with warrants han- 
died by Hardin. It was recom- 
mended by Miller that Tegethoff be 
summoned by the Governor and in- 
structed to have his attorney make 
every effort to finish litigation over 
validity of contested warrants and 
to start an immediate campaign 
to complete collection of the dis- 
trict taxes. 

Tegethoff should be allowed a 
few months im which to put such 
a vigorous policy into effect, sub- 
ject to removal if he failed to 
comply, Miller said. In summary, 
Miller held that Tegethoff had con- 
ducted his office properly but with 
insufficient vigor. 

Tegethoff was appointed by Gov. 
Park in January, 1934, under a spe- 
cial legislative act for liquidation 
of the old districts, none of which 
built any sewers. The act did not 
provide a set term for the liqui- 
dator, but merely that he could be 
removed by the Governor at will, 
with or without cause. 


COTTON BELT SUIT TO ENJOIN 
TEXAS TAX BOARD AUTHORIZED 


Railroad Is Notified of Increased 
Valuation of Its Intangible 
Assets. 

Berryman Henwood, trustee of the 
Cotton Belt Railroad, was author- 
ized yesterday by United States Dis- 
trict Judge Charles B. Davis to file 
suit to enjoin the Texas State Tax 
Board from certifying an increased 
valuation of the*‘railroad’s intangi- 
ble assets to the various Texas 
counties in which the railroad op- 
erates. 

The trustee’s application for per- 
mission to file the suit stated the 
Texas board had notified the rail- 
road the valuation would be _in- 
creased from about $50,000 to $2,- 
447,300.

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DOCTOR, CONVICTED

Physician Faced Possible Exe- 
cution for Criminally Assault- 
ing Girl, 13. 


BEL AIR, Md., Aug. 7.—Death 
in a jail bed saved Dr. Armen 
Greenhut today from possible exe- 
cution on the gallows for crimin- 
ally attacking a 13-year-old school 
girl patient. 

Dr. Greenhut, 39-year-old Aus- 
trian-born physician, was convict- 
ed late yesterday. Today, less than 
15 hours after he heard the jury 
pronounce him guilty, Dr. Green- 
hut was found dead in his cell. 

Dr. Charles Richardson, jail phy- 
sician, expressed the belief Dr. 
Greenhut did not die of natural 
causes. 

He said: “We found a condition 
that indicated that some drug had 
been introduced, although we will 
have to make some chemical and 
microscopic tests to definitely prove 
our conclusions.” 

Sheriff Granville C. Boyle and 
Frederick Lee Cobourn, counsel for 
Greenhut, said he probably died in 
his sleep. 

Magistrate Stanley S. Spencer, 
acting coroner, called a jury and 
viewed the body. The inquest was 
adjourned until Monday and Spen- 
cer issued no statement. 

State’s Attorney D. Paul McNabb 
ordered an autopsy on the body,

BUFFALO CREW 
WINS U, S, TITLE 
ONLAST STROKE

BUFFALO, N. Y., Aug. 7.—Four 
new champions swept to victory in 
the National Oarsmen Association’s 
regatta today with Lafayette High 
School of Buffalo furnishing’ the 
big thrill by nosing out the defend- 
ing Shrewsbury (Mass.) eight on 
the last stroke of the mile event 
for the U. S. Junior crown. 

The Lafayette High Schoolers, 
carrying the colors of the Buffalo 
West Side Rowing Club, whopped 
up their stroke to a 38 at the half 
mile mark, cut down a three- 
length Shrewsbury lead, and nosed 
over so close at the finish line that 
officials needed five minutes tg¢ 
make a decision. 

The Lafayette victory, coupled 
with a Buffalo victory in the com- 
petition for senior fours without 
coxswains, gave the host club a lead 
for the Julius H, Barnes national 
team trophy. 

The West Side four was the only 
successful defender in the first half 
of the two-day race series, beating 
out the Toronto Argonauts in the 
mile and a quarter event in 6:41.8. 

The Toronto Don Rowing Club 
beat out the West Siders and the 
Detroit Boat Club to take the 
mile and a quarter race for inter- 
mediate eights, a title which the 
New York A. C. failed to defend. 

The Undine Barge Club of Phila- 
delphia dethroned the Philadelphia 
Malta Boat Club, champions for 
the last two years, in the 145-pound 
quadruple sculls. Undine won by 
three lengths in 6:37:1 after a close 
duel three-quarters of the way. 

Jack Flavell of the Toronto Argo- 
nauts, unsteadied Champion Joseph 
Angyal of the Long Island Raven- 
woods, in the 145-pound single sculls 
over the full distance. Flavell was 
three lengths ahead at the finish. 

The Penn A. C. of Philadelphia 
retained its title. for senior Qua- 
druple sculls without a contest, 
there being no challengers. 

Blond Joe Burk, Big Penn A. C. 
star, became the favorite to win the 
quarter-mile single sculls champion- 
ship when he cantered to a five- 
length victory in the first elimina- 
tion heat while kidding with part 
of the 5000 spectators along the 
bank.

BUILDING AND LOAN 
FIRST HALF OF 1937 


Increase in Mortgage Liens by 
Associations Put at 19 
Pct. Over 1936 Period. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, <Aug. 7.—Mortgage 
loans of savings, building and loan 
associations throughout the coun- 
try the first half of 1937 were 19 
per cent greater than in the cor- 
responding 1936 period, according 
to estimates of the United States 
Building and Loan League today, 
establishing a new seven-year rec- 
ord. 

Lending for the first six months 
totaled $627,482,700. 

Loans for building new homes in 
June were at the highest point 
reached since the building revival 
got under way. From January to 
midyear, construction loans to 
taled $187,162,300, half again as 
much as in the first six months 
of 1936. 

The volume of mortgage loans as 
a whole by savings, building and 
loan associations in June was $126,- 
095,800 largest for any month in 
recent years. Included in this fig- 
ure were $87,671,300 for new con- 
struction, $7,666,300 for repair and 
modernization, $43,903,000 for home 
purchase and $26,326,800 for refi- 
nancing. 

The figures released by the 
League were estimates based on 
reports from associations with 
about half of the assets inthe busi- 
ness. 

The total volume of home mort- 
gage loans placed by associations 
in 1936 estimated at $1,200,211,000, 
was double that of 1935 and the 
largest for any year since 1930. 

Morton Bodfish executive vice 
president of the League, said the 
most conspicuous gain in savings 
and loan financing was in the bor- 
rowing to purchase homes, which 
totaled $215,570,000 the first half of 
the year. This has an important ef- 
fect upon real estate values, he 


said. 

| Altogether, approximately 265,- 
00G separate loans were granted in 
| the first half of the year for new 
construction, home purchase, refi- 
|nancing and modernization. The 
| average loan was less than $2500 
per family. 


NEW BUILDING Al 
SLOWER RATE TnAN 
IN FIRST QUARTER 


After Nearly a Six-Year 
High in March, Permit 
Values Declined 


Progressively. 


Have 


After reaching nearly a six-year 
high in March, the monthly value 
of building permits has declined 
progressively. The March total for 
the 215 cities reporting regularly to 
Dun & Bradstreet, Inc., reached 


$121,069,160, which was the largest 
amount for any month back to May, 
1931, when $123,632,905 was record- 
ed. Easing to $117,543,768 in April, 
a loss of 2.9 per cent, instead of 
the usual seasonal gain of 6.5 per 
cent, the May figure dropped to 
$98,304,779, a loss of 16.4 per cent, 
which contrasted with the custom- 
ary recession from April to May 
of around 6.6 per cent. 

In June the downtrend was ex- 
tended to $94,640,306, a fall of 3.7 
per cent from May, and of 16.0 per 
cent from the $112,640,106 in June, 
1936. This marked the first time 
in two and a half years that permit 
values were under those for the 
corresponding period of the 12- 
month preceding. Cognizance 
should be taken of the fact, how- 
ever, that the June, 1936, figure of 
$112,640,106 was up to 113.9 per cent 
from June, 1935, at $52,672,794, and 
represented the highest point that 
had been attained by any month in 
five years. 

Due to the uninterrupted reces- 
sion since March, the total of build- 
ing permit values for the 215 cities 
for the first six months of 1937 
was held to $585,885,255, which re- 
duced to 26.4 per cent the gain over 
the 1936 comparative of $463,643,- 
585. The latter was 83.1 per cent 
above the $253,244,099 for the half 
year of 1935, which had advanced 
51.3 per cent from 1934, when the 
total of $167,384,523 was up 19.2 per 
cent from the 1933 low of $140,420,- 
513. 

Fewer Houses Erected. 
June building permits issued in 
1437 cities, with a population of 
2500 or over, reporting to the Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics, dropped 5 
per cent from the June, 1936, to- 
tal, the first month since December 
that failed to exceed the preceding 
year’s. For the first six month of 
1937, the aggregate value of all 
classes of building construction for 
which permits were issued in these 
cities amounted to $870,632,000, an 
increase of 26 per cent over the cor- 
responding 1936 figure. 

Homes were built during the first 
half of 1937 in these 1437 cities for 
101,233 families, a rise of 40 per cent

Scientists Seek Detoxifying Sub- 
stance Which Will Overcome 
Liver Poisons. 

By the Associated Press. 

RICHMOND, Va., Aug. 7.—Two 
scientists here are attempting to 
turn the ability of hogs and buz- 
zards to eat almost anything into 
a protection for a human vital or- 
gan. 

Dr. J. C. Forbes, faculty member 
of the Medical College of Virginia, 
and Dr, R. C. Neale of Philadelphia 
believe the livers of hogs and buz- 
zards contain a powerful detoxify- 
ing substance which enables them 
to eat poisonous material without 
harm. 

Dr. Forbes said continued re- 
search may produce results that 
could be used clinically on human 
victims of liver-destroying poisons 
a or carbon tetrochlo- 
ride, 

The two scientists have been 
searching five years for a prepa- 
ration to prevent necrosis of the 
liver. Dr. Forbes said there has 
been only one extract to aid that 
bodily organ, second only to the 
heart in physical importance. This 
is a substance commonly known 
as “P. A, factor,” used in treatment 
of pernicious anemia. It comes 
from liver and hog stomachs. 

Recently Dr. Neale established 
at his Philadelphia laboratories 
that certain purines, a product of 
uric acid, in hog liver act as coun- 
ter agents to chloroform or car- 
bon tetrachloride.

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CURATOR STUDYING 
BUDDHIST MARKINGS 


Aided by Chinese Student in 
Translating Carving on Stone 
At City Art Museum: 


Ten dictionaries, translating Chi- 
nese to English, French and Ger- 
man—and a camera like those used 
by police to photograph finger- 
prints have been called into play 
at the City Art Museum to decipher 
an old and probably significant in- 
scription on a stone Buddhist mon- 
ument now being studied by Dr. 
Thomas T. Hoopes, curator of the 


Museum. 

The monument, bought last De- 
cember for $30,000, has been on dis- 
play since then, but translations of 
the inscription it bears will re- 
quire at least three months’ addi- 
tional work. Dr. “Hoopes, recipient 
of an award by the Austrian Gov- 
ernment for his work on ancient 
armor at the Vienna Museum in 
1935, and who recently began his 
second year as curator, is being 
assisted by Hsien-yu Hsu, a Chi- 
nese exchange student connected 
with the graduate department of 
mathematics at Washington Uni- 
versity. 

To be able to study the inscrip- 
tion, which may give an important 
clue to some of the modes of life 
of Chinese civilization in 800 A. D. 
Dr. Hoopes had to make life- 
sized detailed photographs with the 
camera. He then pasted the photo- 
graphs together to duplicate the 
marks on the monument. This is 
a “collage,” a French word for 
“paste-ups,” the curator explained. 


Some of the 10 dictionaries being 


employed in the translation are so) 


rare, they have had to be photo- 
graphed from originals unavailable 
to the museum. One gives the 
English equivalents for outmoded 
Chinese characters used more than 
2000 years ago. 

Studies similar to one now cen- 
tering on the Chinese monument 
are but a part of the work. Dr. 
Hoopes who has had to answer 
some 1000 questions by St. Louis- 
ans who wish to know the import- 
ance of art pieces they own. 

Many supposedly rare paintings 
have been brought to him for ex- 
amination and have been proven to 
be mere prints. This has led Dr. 
Hoopes to believe that a factory 
devoted to the production of chro- 
mo-lithographs that resemble the 
old masters have been operating in 
the vicinity of St. Louis within 
the last 50 years. 

As curator, he is charged with 
preparing and preserving exhibits. 
He has had to meet the problem 
of humidifying the air in rooms 
containing valuable period furni- 
ture and protecting textile exhibits 
by the expedient of hanging heavy 
curtains. He keeps a catalogue of 
photographs and descriptions of 
every piece owned by the museum. 

Ingenuity is required in Dr. 
Hoopes’ job; he uses disks meant 
for separating teeth to shape fine 
supporting stands. Paper ruffles 
customarily employed at the table 
to decorate chops keep dust out 
of old gun barrels, a physician’s 
instrument designed for ear exam- 
inations is used to peer down the 
gun barrels. 

Dr. Hoopes holds degrees from 
Harvard and New York University, 
has been the recipieint of Guggen- 
heim and Carnegie Foundation fel- 
lowships, and is considered an ex- 
pert on firearms. In a study of old 
firearms he has catalogued 157,000 
different types of gun mechan- 
isms.

CONGRESS VOTES $500,000 
FOR WILL ROGERS MEMORIAL

NEW GERMAN ZEPPELIN TO BE 
COMPLETED NEXT SPRING 


Decision to Use Helium Gas Forced 
Changes That Will Reduce 
Weight 20 Tons.

FRIEDRICHSHAFEN, Germany, 
Aug. 7.—Germany’s next air giant, 
LZ (Luftschiff Zeppelin) NR. 130 
will be completed next spring. 
Expectations that it would be 
ready for service sooner failed to 
materialize as it was decided after 


the Hindenburg’ disaster’ that 
helium instead of hydrogen gas 
must be employed. Since helium 
is about twice as heavy as hydro- 
gen, weight had to be saved in 
other ways. 

Constructors rejected a sugges- 
tion of utilizing a lighter-weight 
metal than the duraluminum hith- 
erto employed for the framework. 
The result was that the half-fin- 
ished cabins and the light and pow- 
er installation had to be disman- 
tled again, and available space re- 
allotted. 

The new airship’s deadweight 
will be made about 20 tons less 
than original specifications al- 
lowed. 

Experts said that alterations to 
that extent would not have been 
necessary if the LZ 130 were in- 
tended for the North American 
service alone. 

They pointed out that on the 
3800-mile route to Lakehurst nat- 
urally much less fuel needs to be 
carried than on the 6300-mile 
stretch to South America. It is 
the requirements of the South 
American service that imposed the 
need for the change.

Was Appointed in 1907 to 
Federal Court of Appeals 
at Washington, D. C. 


GREAT BARRINGTON, Mass., 
Aug. 17—Justice Josiah Alexander 
Van Orsdel, Associate Justice of 
the Federal Court of Appeals at 
Washington, D. C., died today at 
the age of 76. His wife was at his 
bedside. He was a former Associ- 
ate Justice of the Supreme Court 
of Wyoming and a former Assist- 
ant Attorney-General of the Unit- 
ed States. 

A native of Pennsylvania, Jus- 
tice Van Orsdel became one of Wy- 
oming’s most notable citizens. Born 
in Lawrence County on Nov. 17 
1860, he attended prep school at 
Grove City, Pa., and later West- 
minster College in New Wilming- 
ton, Pa. 

He began his law practice’ in 
Blue Springs, Neb., and at the 
same time managed a large milling 
plant. In 1891, Van Orsdel moved 
to Cheyenne, Wyo., and the fol- 
lowing year was made Prosecuting 
Attorney of Laramie County. 

Wyoming Legislator in 1894. 
Elected to the Wyoming House 
of Representatives in 1894, he was 
chairman of the Committee on Ir- 
rigation in charge of a measure 
which accepted 1,000,000 acres of 
land granted the State by the U. 
S. Government under the Carey 
Act. 

He headed a commission in 1895 
that revised, comipiled and codified 
the laws of Wyoming. 

Named Associate Justice of the 
Supreme Court of Wyoming in 1905 
by Gov. B. B. Brooks, he remained 
on the bench only a year, leaving 
to become Assistant Attorney-Gen- 
eral of the United States. Presi- 
dent Theodore Roosevelt appointed 
him Associate Justice of the Fed- 
eral Court of Appeals, District of 
Columbia, in 1907. 

His Moral Character Ruling. 

Justice Van Orsdel handed down 
an opinion in 1932 in which the 
court ruled that a person violating 
the prohibition act was not of good 
moral character. 

“Any person who violates the pro- 
visions of the prohibition act vio- 
lates the principles of the Consti- 
tution of the United States,” he 
said, “and cannot be held to be at- 
tached to the principles of the Con- 
stitution. Nor can it be said that 
such a person possesses good moral 
character.” 

Van Orsdel in 1891 married Miss 
Kate Barnum of Blue Springs, Neb. 
They had no children. 

A Republican fn politics, he 
served four terme as chairman of 
the Wyoming Republican State 
Committee. 

He was a member of the Ameri- 
can Bar Association and the Chevy 
Chase Club of Washington, D. C,

Asserts _ Missouri Supreme 
Court Overlooked Some of 
Evidence Submitted. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 7.—The 
Laclede Gas Light Co. of St. Louis 
asked the Missouri Supreme Court 
today for a rehearing of the valua- 
tion case in which the Court, last 
July 30, upheld the Public Service 
Commission’s valuation, and, infer- 
entially, the commission’s rate re- 
duction order of November, 1934. 
The motion asserted the Court 
had overlooked some evidence sub- 
mitted, and had not gone into the 
Public Service Commission’s  ac- 
tions in certain phases of the case. 
The commission, in 1934, ordered 
a 6 per cent rate reduction, 
amounting to about $350,000 a 
year, holding that the company’s 
proper valuation for rate purposes 
was $39,000,000 and that the re- 
duced rate would permit it to earn 
6% per cent as a reasonable return 
on invested capital. 

In its application for a rehear- 
ing, the company contended the 
reduced rate, in 1935, the first 
year after it was ordered, would 
have permitted it to earn but 4% 
per.cent, after depreciation. A 
rate increase for gas used in heat- 
ing and in industrial plants, au- 
thorized by the commission to make 
up for the reduction in domestic 


and commercial rates, would result, 
the company contended, in an ac- 
tual decrease in revenue from heat- 
ing and industrial gas. 

The company has continued to 
collect from its customers at the 
old rates, pending termination of 
the litigation. A fund of more 
than $792,000, representing the dif- 
ference between the old and the re- 
duced rate, has been impounded 
in Cole County Circuit Court for 
distribution to St. Louis gas users 
if the ultimate decision is against 


the company.

mother’s side of the family.” Now 
science has shown that Jimmy and 
Jenny don’t—and can’t — “take 
after” anyone. They didn’t arrive 
on this scene with ready-made teme 
peraments. They acquired them 
after they got here. 

What’s a disposition? 

It’s your answer to the world 
around you. 

We weren't born with our dispost- 
tions. We make them ... ac 
cumulate them ... have them 
hung upon us. 

From the instant a child is born 
he begins to watch, listen and re- 
act. If the things he sees and hears 
are happy  things—kindly, safe 
things—his impressions and reac- 
tions are happy. If, on the other 
side, he is surrounded by bickering 
and violence, uncertainty and dis- 
honesty, he reflects that confusion 
in his own unformed mind—be- 
comes frightened, violent and un- 
certain himself.

“How many times have I said, 
‘Don’t bother me,’ or ‘Get out of 
the way,’ or ‘I’m busy,’ when I 
really wasn’t seriously occupied, 
but lazy or uninterested in my chil- 
dren’s problem? 

“How frequently have I demand- 
ed good conduct and respect and 
thankfulness when my own atti- 
tude was such as not to inspire 
these virtues in my children?

I feel that just because one has children and raises a family is 
no sign that it gives that person the right to rule the mind of each 
of them—his every move, If that is ‘“‘mother love,’’ I hope I never 


am a mother. 
I am 19 years old and the oldest in the 


family. I have three younger brothers 
and have been working for eight months; 
make about $15 weekly and turn in every 
bit of it and get $2.50 and my carfare in 
return. And my mother must know what 
I do with every nickel of that. She re- 
sents the fact that I spend a part for re- 
freshments with my friends during work- 
ing hours, She maintains that she did 
without all these things and so why 
shouldn’t I? 

When I go out, which is seldom often- 
er than twice a week (I’m always home 


early) she complains that a growing girl needs her sleep, but when 
I stay home and read or listen to the radio, she pesters me to get 
dressed and go out for some fresh air. When I come home from 
work and say that I am tired, she says I am selfish not to think that 
she is tired, too. My brothers loaf all day and will not even help 
clear up the dishes. Everything they ask her for they get—they 
are the pride and joy of her life! But I—I’m “‘never satisfied.” 
Do mothers not realize, too, that they must give a girl equip- 


ment to protect themselves? My mother tells me nothing. 
“SMOTHER-LOVE.” 


There are more cases similar to yours than one likes to 
admit; mothers, blind with devotion and possessiveness, fill their 
children’s lives with accusation instead of affection, in the mis- 
taken idea of training them, Their fears and ignorance defeat 
them in their longing for, more than anything in the world, 
the love and devotion of their children. I am sure you are not 
the only sufferer there. Your mother’s disposition to punish 
instead of reason and discuss, makes her seem the ogre of the 
household and blinds the family, as well as herself, to the beau- 
ties and ideals which might be a part of her household. 

Men are not always courageous about these things; your fa- 
ther surely could make an effort to see that justice is fairly 
divided. And he might well step in with parental authority due 
him, when the boys (so often the mother’s blind pride) overstep 
and bring about unfairness. Men are sometimes too fond of 
their ease and “hate a fuss.’ But in this they are as culpable 
as their wives. No matter about the family jealousy, ask your 
father, even at his later day, to help the situation; he should see 
his duty. _

Cook over very 
low heat until puffy and lightly 
browned on the bottom. Place in 
moderate oven (350 degrees Fahr- 
enheit) 10 minutes or until surface 
is firm. Spread with jelly, beaten 
with fork until soft. Fold. Pour 
rum sugar mixture over the sur- 
face and light. Turn onto hot plat- 
ter. Approximate yield, four por- 
tions.

Stately Lilies 
Add to Beauty 


| Of the Garden 


August Is the Month to 
Plant Some Species of This 


Flower.

O GROUP of garden flowers 
N possesses more ornamental 

value than stately lilies, yet per- 
haps no other plants have caused 
so many disappointments. This is 
partly because the amateur does 
not understand this garden beauty, 


at the wrong end of the list. 

Some lilies are difficult but there 
are many of easy culture here if 
only a few of their requirements 
are respected. Lilies still have the 
habits of the wild flowers, and have 
not yet learned in civilization to 
choose the food they need from the 
soil] and leave the other elements. 
alone, as well disciplined, long de- 
veloped garden plants do. Wild 
plants take up whatever is in the 
soil without selection, and if this 
contains poisonous elements they 
will soon die. The lilies have not 
yet learned to adapt themselves to 
gardens, so we must adapt. the 
garden to the lilies, giving them 
precisely the conditions of soil and 
sun or shade under which they 
thrive in the wild state. 

No beginner wants to start with- 
out trying the beloved Madonna 
lily. August is the month to order 
and plant these temperamental 
beauties. Some people find them 
difficult, saying they “run out” in 
a year or two, while others have 
had them multiply in their gardens 
with no special care.

PERHAPS the explanation is 
that in some gardens they are 
molly-coddled to death, and in oth- 
ers are given the high and dry posi- 
tion in which they originated among 
the rugged hills and mountains of 
Asia Minor, and still like.

HE selection of a child for 
adoption is a matter that re- 
quires a care and an under- 
standing that is almost beyond hu- 
man power. Children who are 
born to parents belong to them, 
are part of them, and, good 
or bad, are accepted with af- 
fection and finality. Adopted 
hildren were born to one set of 
Boasts and are given to strangers 
who are not of their blood, their 
tradition, perhaps not even their 
kind. As they develop, they show 
traits that seem unfortunate to 
their new parents, and they wish to 
send them back to where they got 
them; or they show qualities that 
please them, and they are loved the 
better. In both situations the ad- 
justments are severe on parents 
and children alike. Time is needed, 
and time should be allowed for 
these adjustments to take hold and 
function. 

It seems to me so unjust as to 
be out of the question altogether 
for parents to return a child once 
they have taken it into their home 
and accustomed it to their care and 
protection.

As a pre-Civil War peddler we find 
him at the opening of the picture, 
defrauding gullible Southerners. 
Comes the firing at Fort Sumter 
and the matter of North vs. South. 
Arnold, his partner, Cary Grant, and 
his financial lackey, Jack Oakie, 
entering into the business of smug- 
gling cotton to the New England 
mills. 

They make and lose a million dol- 
lars but gain an experience that is 
invaluable to their post-war ex- 
ploits, which take them to Wall 
Street. It is in these that the Am- 
bassador has a first-rate lot of fun. 
Perhaps, in actuality, Jim Fisk was 
a far greater rascal, perhaps his 
battles with Daniel Drew and Cor- 
nelius Vanderbilt over the _ Erie 
Railroad were even more lawless. 
As comic opera stuff in “The Toast 
of New York” they are hilarious. 

The amusement odds are consid- 
erably raised by Donald Meek’s rep- 
resentation of the sanctimonious 
little Mr. Drew, who would steal 
your shirt while quoting scripture 
to you, who polishes his own shoes 
to save a penny and who will sell 
his best friend for what he will 
bring. In his mouth the dialogue 
writers have placed such marvelous 
aphorisms as “He that sells what 
isn’t his’n, must pay it back or go 
to prison.”

He promotes a 
2.000,000 deal on worthless Con- 
federate bonds, he loads later mil- 
lions into gunny sacks and uses 
the militia to take them to New 
Jersey and guard them, he fights 
off thugs with fire hoses, he buys 
a theater for an actress’ maid, 
Frances Farmer, and finally tries 
to buck the Government on the 
issue of gold.

mon is lost and forgotten. Two 
fine performers, Tracy and Miss 
George, have only indistinct ideas 
of the characters they play and 
Tone, less of an actor, gives little 
more reality to his, which is the 
best written. 

One exceptional quality “They 
Gave Him a Gun” does have and 
credit for that belongs to its cut- 
ting-room expert, Slavko Vorka- 
pich, and its director, W. S. Van 
Dyke. The war is real, frighten- 
ing and genuinely horrible: After 
all the dynamite that has been set 
off in the California countryside 
in the last 20 years, to give the ef- 
fect of war, any instance in which 
it can be made meaningful to movie 
audiences is great success. 

To Vorkapich goes the triumph 
of montage effects at the begin- 


ning of the film, where the making 


of rifles and shells gives a sense of 
the gigantic preparations of war, a 
fitting prelude to the ugliness of 
bayonet practice: at training camp 
which follows. Van Dyke not only 
makes audiences uneasy with the 
rehearsals in camp but  horrifies 
them with details of the actual 
fighting —a soldier shot in the face 
and squirming on the ground, an- 
other hurling his rifle high in the 
air when he is hit and the calm 
murder by Tone of the Germans 
in a machine-gun nest. If plot de- 
velopment allowed Van Dyke such 
exercise everywhere, “They Gave 
Him a Gun” would rank above his 
“Thin Man,” “Naughty Marietta’ 
or “San Francisco.” The material 
simply isn’t there. 

In “Married Before Breakfast,” 
Loew’s ‘has one of those all-too-com- 
mon farces about a wealthy young 
man who drives a taxi in dress 
clothes, tries to sell life insurance 
to a milkman just for the fun of 
it and worries the police to death. 
Thanks to a good deal of wit and 
fast-playing, however, the picture 


is adequate program entertainment.

LAYWRIGHTS flourishing new 

dramas’ and movie stars hun- 

gry for flesh-and-blood perform- 
ances no longer bound onto Broad- 
way unprepared. They are, in this 
preiude to the new season, taking 
over the summer theaters to test 
their talents and untried plays be- 
fore risking an appearance in the 
harsh reality of Times Square 
stages. 

Frances Farmer comes East to 
do a week of “At Mrs. Beam’s” at 
the County Playhouse in Westport, 
Conn., and Jean Muir announces in 
42-point type that she graces the 
production of “Pride and Preju- 
dice” at the County Theater in Suf- 
fern, N. Y. 

In Maine the veteran Owen 
Davis brings the newest of his sev- 
eral score plays for a preview at 
Skowhegan with his son, Owen Jr., 
in the leading role of this comic 
farce of a lunatic household. At 
the same playhouse in this coming 
week wil] be another new play, 
John Haggart’s dramatization of 
“Reno.” It begins with Katharine 
Alexander, one of Broadway’s most 
able and poignant heroines of the 
past eight years in the leading role, 
and with Charles Farrell, the cine- 
ma actor, in her support. 

In the same Maine neighborhood, 
at Ogunquit, there happened last 
week another distinguished pre- 
miere in the first performance of 
“At the Theater,” which was 
written by Laurette Taylor and in 
which she played the leading role. 
With Lillian Foster in the second 
feminine role, it tells the story of 
two actresses, one of whom clings 
to the days of romantic perform- 
ances and the other moves _ for- 
ward with modern ideas of acting. 

These several notes of the sum- 
mer theaters indicate definitely 
that they are beyond the “cow- 
barn” era. Now they are both a 
pertinent laboratory stage for play- 
wrights wishing preliminary re- 
views of their new dramas and 4 
school where young actors can be 
trained in their profession and 
where movie. stars can return to 
the admittedly invigorating influ- 
ence of living audiences.

a job. 

Not only have these summer thea- 
ters, stretching from Maine to the 
Carolinas, become meritorious ex- 
perimental studios, but they are 
edging away from that policy of 
merely presenting the approved hits 
of previous seasons on Broadway. 
Today most of them prefer to use 
their acting groups in trying out 
the new plays before they come 
to Broadway this fall, which should 
be a hint to the standard stage 
producers. For a check of theater 
presentations of the past 10 years 
will show that 25 per cent of the 
failures would have had an excel- 
lent chance of success if only there 
had been a little more endeavor in 
the preparation.

HEN the theater wafts itself 
W inc a traveling mood, as _ it 

seems to be doing for’ the 
forthcoming season, it is a verity 
that there must be a bit of foot- 
loose finances around the box of- 
fices. For only when they are 
flush with money, do the producers 
look beyond their reasonably guar- 
anteed return of Broadway to risk 
their chances on the road. 


There bestir now more plans for 
traveling troupes than there have 
been since the year before the de- 
pression, when the Theater Guild 
was planning acting companies and 
itinerant productions not only in 
the principal cities of the United 
States but also in the Continental 
capitals of London, Paris, Berlin, 
Moscow and Rome. ; 


The sudden shock of the depres- 
sion stopped that ambitious plan, 
but today the theater offers Kath- 
arine Cornell booking a world tour 
with her repertory, Helen Hayes 
and Maurice Evans both preparing 
nation-wide tours, Alfred Lunt and 
Lynn Fontanne opening their new 
play on the West Coast and tour- 
ing back East and a dozen other 
such significant examples of first 
name actors of the stage breaking 
their Broadway bonds for the open 
road. 

Miss Cornell will go first by way 
of the South Seas and the Orient 
to carry top-rate drama into isolat- 
ed spots that have never seen the 
like and probably never will again 
in this generation. 

From Hartford, Conn., on Sept. 
16, Miss Hayes will fling her high- 
ly acclaimed performance of Queen 
Victoria across the country on a 
trail that ends only on June 11 in 
Los Angeles. Maurice Evans will 
start touring about the middle of 
October in his performance of 
“King Richard II.” 

Too, there are a dozen other 
Broadway stage hits of the past 
season planning extensive’ tours 
not only into the recognized theat- 
rical tour routes between Boston 
and Chicago, but also into’ the 
South again. In that era between 
1900 and 1920 the South was a 
profitable tour for Broadway shows, 
the towns from Atlanta to New Or- 
leans to Dallas and back welcom- 
ing the stage casts with full 
houses. 

Now theatrical managers such as 
George Abbott report that’ there 
are many promising signs of wel- 
come for the traveling theater in 
that area and they are planning to 
book again their Broadway produc- 
tions into Richmond and move on 
from there to Birmingham and oth- 
er Dixie stands.

To begin with, a New York 
holding company, United Gas & 
Electric, supplied the city with 
gas and electric power. In 1898 
Colorado Springs undertook the 
building of a tunnel on Pike’s 
Peak to carry water to the city. 
It employed George W. Jackson, a 
Chicago contractor. He ran out 
of money. Thereupon, the city al- 
dermen gave him a 25-year fran- 
chise to use the water that would 
pass through the domestic water 
system, for the generation of 


power. 
Passing Franchise Around. 


A. E. Carlton, a Cripple Creek 
mine operator, who has since died, 
advanced the money to finish the 
contract, and in return, got the 
Jackson franchise. Carlton formed 
the Pike’s Peak Power Co., an 
Jowa corporation, and transferred 
the Jackson franchise to it. Then 
he got a franchise to distribute 
electricity in Manitou, six miles 
west of Colorado Springs. He built 
a small hydro-electric plant, and, 
when the tunnel he financed was 
finished, used city water to manu- 
facture the electricity with which 
he supplied Manitou. Later, a 
holding company organizer, G. A. 
Taff, formed the Pike’s Peak Hy- 
dro-Electric Co., and Carlton and 
his associates sold out to it at a 
comfortable profit. Taff made a 
deal with United Gas & Electric 
to supply it with power. In 1905 
Taff sold out to United Gas &

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A Visit to Hitler s Hideaway 
In the Beautitul Bavarian Alps

| ler has remained secluded in his chalet, 
3000 feet wp in the Bavarian Alps.

'press chiefs, his military advisers, his foreign 


experts, his Ambassador in London, Herr von 


Ribbentrop, have all paid visits there. 

In this remote chalet Hitler has evolved 
his policy. From this chalet he has dictated 
it to Europe. Not long ago the only indus- 
try of the little town of Berchtesgaden was 
toy-making. Today it has become the’ real 
capital of Germany. 

What is this mountain chalet at Berchtes- 
gaden like? 

From the few official photographs that are 
allowed to be published, nearly all Germany 
—outside Berchtesgaden—and most people 
outside Germany believe it to be a small resi- 
dence in which Hitler with a few picked 
friends can find peace and solitude, a simple 
refuge from the daily grind of routine work 
and social activity in Berlin—both of which 
Hitler hates. 

Once, indeed, it was little more than a 
small mountain hut, suitable only for a man 
of simple means. Here it was that Hitler 
came when he was released from prison in 
1924 after the Munich putsch. Here, looking 
down upon Salzburg in his native Austria, he 
wrote many chapters of his book ‘Mein 


Kampf.” 


Modest Hut Transformed 
Into Palatial Mansion. 


Actually, the Berghof, as Hitler has named 
his mountain home, has undergone a remark- 
able transformation in the last year. Today 
the Berghof is no longer a mountain hut. It 
has become a palatial mansion, able to ac- 
commodate not merely a couple of guests but 
40 or more, if need be, in large bedrooms, 
sumptuously furnished as in a luxury hotel. 


Outside, the appearance has changed to 
that of an ultra-modern mansion, white- 
washed all over, with clean-cut lines and spa- 
cious modern windows. 

The little mountain road has disappeared. 
In its place has been built a broad, speedy 
highway connecting the Berghof with Mun- 
ich, 120 miles away. Just off this highway, 
close to the Berghof, is a new airfield. A 
special building has been erected to house a 
branch of the Reich Chancellery. New homes 
have been built for the staff of officials. Bar- 
racks have just been finished for Hitler’s pri- 
vate bodyguard of black-shirted Schutzstaffel 
men. And wings have been added to the 
Berghof for Hitler’s personal secretarial staff. 

The whole building consists of two stories, 
with a wooden balcony, with flower-boxes all 


along the railings running around the place 
are the bedrooms. There is an internal 
telephone system with a telephone in every 
room. One button is labeled simply “Der 
Fuehrer."’ In theory, any guest can speak to 
Hitler at any moment. In fact, of course, it is 
not quite so simple. Hitler’s rooms are strict- 
ly separate in a wing of their own, so that in 
| his mountain hgme he can remain completely 
aloof if he wishes to do so. And usually he 
does.

Electrically Charged 


Wire Guards Fortress. 


Apart from the luxury inside, the Berghof 
has become, withoug most people’s knowing 
it, an impenetrable fortress. At one time it 
lay directly on the road.- The road has been 
diverted 200 yards away and made to dip and 
bend in such a manner that only a small 
corner of the mansion is ever visible from it. 
The entire mountainside for about eight 
square miles has been fenced in with electri- 
fied wire eight feet high, with five strands 
of barbed wire on top. 

Inside this estate are other chalets of Nazi 
leaders, including that of Gen. Goering, which 
is higher up the mountain. Everything else 
that used to be on this mountainside—scores 
of peasants’ homes and a children’s sana- 
torium—has been removed. Dotted here and 
there in the wooded landscape are little tur- 
'rets, which look quaint, 
Bavarian. Actually they are ‘pill-boxes’—de- 
fense posts for the bodyguards, and are forti- 
fied by machine-guns. 


Bomb-Proof Cellars 
And Heavy Armament. 


On the roadside, also built in the Ba- 
varian style, is a log cabin. This guards the 
heavy gates leading to the estate, and from 
it the sentries have a commanding view of all 
the curves of the approaching road. On the 
sides of all the mountains for miles around 
the Berghof have been stationed anti-aircraft 
guns, which would be able to put up such a 
concentrated barrage that any enemy airplane 
would be brought down. To make doubly cer- 
tain of the Fuehrer’s safety, bomb and gas 
proof cellars have been built deep under the 
Berghof in the mountain-side.

Tourists have to 
answer them all. There are peasants, shop- 
keepers, porters, waiters who, strangely, do 
not speak German with the local soft round 
Bavarian dialect. They watch strangers 
closely. 

No one may walk or drive along the road 
towards the Berghof without a special per- 
mit, and no motor cars are allowed to stop 
on the road. And the road is always cleared 
when one of the fast four-wheel-drive cars 
from the Berghof brings some special guest 
from Munich. Three hours is the average 
time for this journey; the train takes at least 
three and a half hours. 

These special cars, which have been built 
for safe and speedy travel in all kinds of 
weather, are housed in special garages which 
have been built into the mountainside below 
the Berghof. Above this basement, level with 
the rising ground at the back of the man- 
sion, are central hall and other social rooms. 
It was in these luxuriously furnished apart- 
ments that Hitler received Lloyd George and 
Italy’s Foreign Minister, Count Ciano. On 
this floor also is the lofty dining room, which 
opens on to a spacious balcony. 


How Hitler Spends Day;

The second floor is entirely taken up by the 
bedrooms. Masses of flowers are in every 
room, contrasting strikingly with the wood- 
work, stained dark brown in the Bavarian 
style. 

In. the hanging pine forests of his great 
estate Hitler has come more and more to 
formulate his policy in informal walks and 
talks. His days are as simple as his diet— 
he is a vegetarian and does not drink or 


business, an afternon devoted to his favorite 
hobby, architecture, and an evening around 
the fireside with his guests, when he feels in- 
clined that way. 

In architecture Hitler seeks ambitiously to 
perpetuate himself and his epoch in the great 
modern buildings of Germany. 
and singing of the evenings he personally 


finds his greatest satisfaction.

Obstruction to a United Europe. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
OUR editorial, “Mr. Lansbury’s Futile 
Pilgrimages,” sounded a note of hope- 
less pessimism. The evidence is all in 
your favor. Very likely Mr. Lansbury 
will get nowhere with his idea of ob- 
taining peace by arranging for a redis- 
tribution of the world’s resources. But 
don’t sneer at Mr. Lansbury for going to 
see Hitler and Mussolini. Rather, pity 
him for entertaining the notion that his 
own Great Britain or our United States 
would abrogate a few of their imperial 
prerogatives to prevent war. | 
You can’t dismiss Mr. Lansbury with a 
shrug. If dismiss him you must, then 
do it in the tragic accents of an epitaph 
for Western civilization. To speak today 
in terms of the League of Nations as an 
agency for peace is to reveal oneself as 
hopelessly incompetent to discuss world 
politics. And yet, the only worthwhile 
school of thought to emerge from the 
World War was the Briand “United 
States of Europe” idea. The League was 
the logical agency to promote this move- 
‘ment, and its French members kept plug- 
ging away at it until about two years ago. 
Why did nothing come of it? Well, why 
was no Roman Emperor, no German King 
able to create a unified Germany until 
Bismarck came upon the scene? Simply 
because Bismarck created first a de facto 
unity by arranging a series of customs 
unions. De jure unity was easily accom- 
lished after irritating tariffs were elim- 
nated among the separate German states. 
All of which was what Briand had in 
mind, and, in fact, proposed for the whole 
of Europe. But the wooden British stuck 
to their tariff economy, and the United 
States of Europe came to naught, and so 
did the League of Nations. Mr. Lansbury 
is working along the lines of an irreduci- 
ble minimum of this idea. But Britain 
is still cool at the thought of sharing her 
own natural resources with anyone else. 
Consequently, since our publicity connec- 
tions with that sounding board of Brit- 
ish propaganda, the House of Commons, 
are excellent, and since we again have 
an Anglophile Ambassador at the Court 
of St. James’s, we are unlikely to hear a 
great deal of Mr. Lansbury’s side of the 
question.

The Only Lawbreakers. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


BATTLESHIPS AND PROFITS. 
A certain amount of agitation has been going on for 
some years in favor of having all battleships built in 
Government shipyards. One of the best arguments 
ever offered in behalf of such a plan has just come 
along and, paradoxically enough, it is presented by 
the interests most opposed to Government construc- 
tion. 
It is the private shipyards, by their insatiable and 
overreaching greed, that have provided potent ammu- 
nition for the opposing side in the debate. These 
companies protested vociferously a few weeks ago 
when it was announced that the two forthcoming 
super-dreadnaughts, the Washington and North Caro- 
lina, would be built by the Government. When the 
objectors threatened to lay the matter before the 
President, Admiral William D. Leahy, chief of naval 
operations, neatly spiked their guns with the fol- 
lowing disclosure: 
That the lowest commercial bid for construction 
of one ship was $47,829,994, while the Philadelphia 
and Brooklyn navy yards bid, respectively, $36,560,- 
300 and $37,265,843, or mcre than $10,000,000 less 
than the private firm. 
The old familiar arguments were rehearsed in op- 
posing construction of the vessels by the navy yards. 
The Government should not compete with private 
business, it was declared. Private firms should be 
encouraged to develop their facilities in peacetime 
to make them adequate in time of war, the shipbuild- 
ers said. Other things being equal, a hearing would 
be given these contentions. But a barefaced gouge 
of $10,000,000 on each ship throws the scales wholly 
on the side of Government construction. 
The navy yards, it is true, do not have to reckon 
insurance, depreciation or interest in their estimates. 
These items, however, cannot approach $10,000,000, 
almost one-third of the total cost, on each ship. As 
to the two major items, navy yards pay as much or 
more for materials as the commercial yards, and their 
wage scales are as high or higher. The difference, 
obviously, is in the profit which the shipbuilding 
concerns hoped to realize. The profit they sought 
was wholly disproportionate, and it may result in 
killing the goose that lays the golden egg. 
The publicity received by this attempted $20,000,- 
000 grab has revived interest in the bill providing 
that all future warships be built in Government 
yards, introduced by Senators Clark of Missouri and 
Bone of Washington early in the session. Mr. Clark 
now says he may offer the bill as a rider to some 
other measure before Congress adjourns. 
The grasping tactics of those who make profits 
from armaments have come to public notice at vari- 
ous other times. In 1915, for instance, Congress 
found the navy was being grossly overcharged for 
armor plate; that some companies had actually quoted 
lower prices to foreign governments than to the 
United States. An effort to build a Government 
armor plant was fruitless at that time because the 
arms makers raised the usual cry about competing 
with private industry, impeding preparedness, etc. 
In 1927, the shipbuilders had a hand in breaking 
up the naval disarmament conference at Geneva. 
The facts came out when their emissary, William 
B. Shearer (Big Bass Drum Shearer), brought suit 
for $250,000 as compensation for his services in al- 
legedly pulling the strings to prevent agreement on 
curbing the naval race. 
The prolonged Senate munitions investigation 
brought out facts about the shipbuilding companies 
that caused Senator Clark to refer to their work for 
the Government as a “brazen racket.” Why must 
they exact such large profits on their Federal con- 
tracts? Some of the testimony as to their wartime 
activities gives the answer. They were building war- 
ships for the Government on a basis of cost plus 10 
per cent at that time. But their “cost,” it was 
brought out, included the expenses of salesmen en- 
gaged in selling ships to China and Japan, and the 
cost of champagne consumed on trial runs. An- 
other huge item of overhead is the cost of lobbies. 
Senator Clark points out that at one session of Con- 
gress, when a ship subsidy bill was pending, the ship- 
builders spent $286,000 for entertainment. 
It is evident that the shipbuilders have not learned 
their lesson, even after the Shearer expose and the 
recommendation of the Senate Munitions Committee 
majority last year urging Government manufacture 
of armaments. No action was taken by Congress on 
that recommendation, but so pertinent an illustra- 
tion of the shipbuilders’ rapacity as the excessive 
bids on the two new battleships will doubtless swing 
many votes to favor ending the Government’s busi- 
ness relations with them.

As recent- 
ly as 1912, a famed geologist, Pierre Termier, director 
of the Geological Survey of France, said: “It seems 
more and more evident that a vast region, conti- 
nental or made up of great islands, has collapsed 
and that its collapse occurred in the not distant past.”

This quotation, engraved over the entrance of the 
building in Birmingham in which the Scottsboro 
Negroes were confined for more than six years, ex- 
cept for brief periods when they were on trial, rep- 
resents the acme of irony. If ever there was a case 
where “equal and exact justice’ was denied to de- 
fendants specifically because of their status, racial 
and economic, it is the case of these nine Negroes. 

The most amazingly contradictory and ironic de- 
velopment of all came two weeks ago when the 
prosecution dropped the rape charges against five 
of the defendants, while insisting that sentences 
ranging from 75 years in prison to death be carried 
out against the remaining four. 

“Equal and exact justice to all”—perhaps nowhere 
in the annals of American jurisprudence can be found 
another case in which the state has insisted on the 
full penalty of the law against half the defendants in 
a joint action while dropping identical charges, based 
on identical evidence, against the remainder. 

The State’s Attorney, it is true, issued a statement 
attempting to differentiate between the evidence af- 
fecting the two groups. But the effort falls flat. The 
only evidence the State of Alabama had was the tes- 
timony of a wanton woman, Victoria Price, that six 
of the defendants attacked her and that she saw the 
three others attack another woman, who repudiated 
the story. 

If Victoria Price’s testimony is undependable (as 
unquestionably it is) with respect to five of the de- 
fendants, it is patently untrustworthy with respect 
to the four others. The present status of the Scotts- 
boro cases is the outcome of an utterly illogical and 
unjust gesture toward satisfying, on the one hand, 
the desire for racial vengeance in Alabama and, on 
the other, the demand of enlightened sentiment the 
world over that the Negroes receive justice.

HEN their new Governor, Lloyd Crow 
Wistar. promised them a “businesslike 

administration” last November, Mis- 
sourians felt that a good place to begin 
dusinesslike reforms was in the marketing 
of State bonds. 

In 1934, Missouri voters authorized a $10,- 
000,000 issue of building bonds for the re- 
habilitation of prisons and charitable insti- 
tutions. Few months later, the first $2,000,- 
000 worth was sold to the highest bidder 
among six syndicates, including most of the 
top-flight bond houses in the U. 8. The 
next $2,000,000 lot, however was not opened 
to public bidding, but sold privately in 
March, 1936, to Baum, Bernhelmer & Co. 
of Kansas City. Other bond houses were 
not slow to point out that the State lost 
about $20,000 in premiums on this deal. 

But last September, the State Board of 
Fund Commissioners again sold $2,000,000 
worth of bonds privately, again to Baum, 
Bernheimer and again at a lower premium 
than the bonds would have brought at pub- 
lic sale. 

There is no law in Missouri specifically 
prohibiting private transactions for State 
building bonds, though it is the sense of 
Missouri court decisions that they are per- 
missible only in an emergency. Greatly per- 
turbed by Baum, Bernheimer’s strange suc- 
cesses, the Investment Bankers’ Association 
sponsored a bill at the last session of the 
State Legislature to enforce public offering 
of all bonds sold in lots of more than §20,000. 
The bill expired in committee. 

St. Louls bankers previously had asked and 
received from sedate Gov. Stark written as- 
surance that the next time Missouri bonds 
were put on the market they would be 
opened to competitive bidding. Lulled by 
the Governor’s words, they woke up shocked 
and angry last fortnight when the State 
Board of Fund Commissioners blandly an- 
nounced the sale to Baum, Bernheimer & 
Co. of the last $3,000,000 worth of building 
bonds at a premium of $100,000. Gov. Stark 
was vacationing in Alaska. 

By last week, that tireless journalistic 
tribune of the people, the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch, had gone far enough into 
the background of the sale to start a first- 
class Missouri scandal. 

The Board of Fund Commissioners’ offi- 
cial explanation of Baum, Bernheimer's third 


big bond purchase was that the State Bi- 
partisan Advisory Board had recommended 
“immediate” sale of the bonds to pay for 
July and August construction work at State 
prisons, that a public sale would have taken 
at least 30 days. Advisory Board Chairman 
Sam E. Trimble, however, declared that the 
board had been aware of this “immediacy” 
since last November. Since then, said he, 
the commissioners had “kept putting off and 
putting off” the bond offering, while the 
bond market, incidentally, grew weaker and 
weaker. 

Finally, the Advisory Board last month 
suggested that the offering be announced 
in the press and by letter to interested bond 
houses. No announcement was made, no 
letters sent. What happened was that six 
days later soft-spoken George Baum of 
Baum, Bernheimer arranged a meeting with 
the commissioners, went home to Kansas 
City next day with the deal in his pocket. 

So keen was Mr. Baum’s foresight that 
he not only had a premonition of the im- 
pending bond offering before any other in- 
vestment house, but he had already arranged 
to resell the bonds to a syndicate headed 
by Chicago’s Halsey, Stuart & Co. Last 
week, Halsey, Stuart was offering interim 
certificates to the public at a profit of $11.70 
on each $1000 bond. According to the Chi- 
cago firm, the gross profit on the bonds 
over the price paid to the State was $29.10 
each, which made Baum, Bernheimer’s profit 
$17.40 on each $1000 bond. 

Bond dealers in St. Louis were loud and 
unanimous in declaring that Baum, Bern- 
heimer had made too much and the State 
too little by at least $50,000, since there 
would apparently have been no obstacle to 
leaving Middleman Baum out of the picture 
and dealing with a firm like Halsey, Stuart 
direct. 

Said George Baum: “Maybe we didn’t pay 
enough, but like everybody else in business 
we buy as cheaply as we can. ...I just took 
a gamble, like I did twice before. I walked 
in there unsolicited and made a proper and 
legal bid... .” 

Wired Gov. Stark from Colorado Springs, 
where he had stopped off on the way home: 
“I do not approve of this action, and will 
not permit it to be done again. Do not know 
the details of recent sale. It may have been 
a good deal,”

VER since the United States began, mu- 
tual aid among the states has been a 
basic—but often theoretical—element of gov- 
ernment.

“The people of the United States, 
in their Constitution, gave power 
to their Government that in their 
interest it could preserve the na- 
tion against whatever might en- 
danger its continued existence . . 
Under Hamilton’s interpretation, 
Congress may appropriate money 
for any purpose which concerns the 
general welfare.” He outlined. in 
contrast, James Madison’s “more 
narrow construction” of the same 
provision, and cited Joseph Story 
and James M. Beck in support of 
the Hamiltonian view. 

“My conclusion,” said Judge tis, 
“is that Congress has the po-er 
to appropriate money for promo- 
tion of the general welfare, and 
that it is not restricted in so do- 
ing to objects germane to its oth- 
er delegated powers. Congress, 
therfefore, has the power to appro- 
priate money for the relief of any 
condition of unemployment which 
is not merely local, but is national 
in its extent and hence inimical to 
the general welfare. I have reached 
this conclusion from consideration 
of the text of the Constitution, of 
the views of the commentators, of 
legislative and executive construc- 
tion of the Constitution, and of 
the decisions of the Supreme 
Court.” 

Another First—N R A. 

In another New Deal case, on 
Dec. 27, 1934, Judge Otis rendered, 
according to the book’s editor, “per- 
haps the earliest  .udicial opinion 
holding unconstitutional any part 
of the National Industrial Recov- 
ery Act,” later held by the Su- 
preme Court by unanimous decision 
to be unconstitutional. The case 
involved the power of minimum 
price-fixing for retail lumber deal- 
ers. : 

Judge Otis discussed the NRA 
code standard for determining fair 
competition, declaring this to be: 
“It is unfair competition for a 
dealer to sell lumber products be- 
low their cost to him, plus the cost 
of selling.” This standard he de- 
clared to be “on the very border 
line between sense and nonsense.” 
In the case before him, he said, 
“the defendants are not charged 
with sellin ; below their costs; they 
are charged with selling below cer- 
tain hypothetical costs apparently 
arrived at by averaging many 
costs.” 

Another point at issue was 
whether the transactions were in 
interstate commerce. Judge Otis 
said that only a “fanciful” classifi- 
cation could so term them. “If the 
farmers of Kansas raise wheat to 
supply the local demand, it will not 
be necessary to import wheat into 
Kansas. So the farmers of Kan- 
sas have affected interstate com- 
merce by raising wheat! Is Con- 
gress, therefore, empowered to reg- 
ulate the production of wheat by 
farmers in Kansas, to make rules 
as to how much wheat they shall 
plant, what they shall pay their 
hired men, and at what price they 
may sell their product? ... 

“No one seriously will make such 
contentions.

As to A A A, Judge Otis gave 


|a judgment less drastic than that 


which came Jater from the Supreme 
Court. He held the act invalid be- 
fore the amendment of Aug. 24, 
1935, fixing processing tax rates, 
and valid thereafter; the Supreme 
Court later held the act to be un- 
constitutional both before and after 
the amendment. 

In his discussion of the prin- 
ciples and workings of A A A, in 
a case involving the payment of 
processing taxes by a flour mill, 
Judge Otis said: 

“The taxes here considered were 
levied for the purpose of procuring 
funds with which to pay benefits to 
farmers. “If there are other pur- 
poses, they are incidental. If there 
is camouflage, it does not conceal. 
Let it be said plainly, it is un- 
questionably the truth, the act im- 
poses taxes on processors to obtain 
money with which to pay so-called 
benefits to farmers—to compensate 
them for wheat they have not 
sowed, for corn they have not

to squeal. The theory is that the 
great farming class, hitherto ‘for- 
gotten,’ will be brought, or perhaps 
restored, to a more abundant life. 
“Now it cannot be said, and it is 
idle to contend, that what benefits 
So great and widespread a class 
of persons as the farmers of 
America is not for the general wel- 
fare. Whether the A A A does 
benefit them may be debatable, but 
the debate is for Congress, not the 
courts. The great and priceless 
guaranties of the Constitution do 
not include a guaranty that Con- 
gress will not legislate unwisely.” 


Frazier-Lemke Act Decisions. 

In two decisions on the Frazier- 
Lemke farm mortgage acts, cited 
in the book, Judge Otis held the 
original act to be not unconstifu- 
tional “beyond reasonable doubt,” 
and held that the revised act was 
“not clearly unconstitutional.” In 
the case of the first act, the Su- 
preme Court unanimously declared 
it unconstitutional; the revised act 
was unanimously upheld by the 
court. 

The Wagner National Labor Re- 
lations Act was involved in the in- 
junction suit of an Aurora (Mo.) 
employer, to keep the National 
Labor Relations Board from requir- 
ing him to deal collectively with 
his employes. Judge Otis denied 
that the Federal Government had 
power to regulate labor relations in 
a concern doing an intrastate busi- 
ness, as he held the Aurora concern 
to be. The Supreme Court, in up- 
holding the Wagner Act last April, 
did not decide whether the act ap- 
plied to such small local industries 
as that in the Aurora case. 

“There is no way,” Judge Otis 
declared, “in which any of the spe- 
cified unfair labor practices in any 
business, whether mill or mine or 
factory or store, conceivably can 
directly affect, by burdening or ob- 
structing, commerce. The only sug- 
gestion is that unfair labor prac- 
tices will result in discontent, pos- 
sibly in strikes, hence in limitation 
of production and lessened com- 
merce. But that is affecting com- 
merce only indirectly, remotely. The 
conclusion is that the whole act is 
unconstitutional, including’ that 
part of it which purports to give 
a remedy to those who may be in- 
jured by enforcement of the act.” 

Kansas City Walkathon Case. 

The pre-New Deal case of the 
Kansas City Walkathon is cited, by 
the editor of the book, as one in 
which, “in the hour of peril, the 
owners of a ridiculous enterprise 
successfully summoned great con- 
stitutional principles to its aid.” 
Judge Otis held that the director of 
the City Fire Department was not 
justified in closing the show per- 
emptorily, as he did in February, 
32, on the pretext of fire hazard.

MISSOURI'S DENTAL HISTORY 
TO BE PUBLISHED IN FALL 


Information Compiled by Committee 
Under Chairmanship of Dr. 
E. E. Haverstick. 

A history of dentistry in Mis- 
souri has been compiled for the 
Missouri State Dental Association 
by a committee under the chair- 
manship of Dr. E. E. Haverstick of 
St. Louis and is to be published 
in autumn under the auspices of 

the association. 

The book touches on the begin- 
nings of dentistry in ancient times, 
but devotes most of its space to 
Missouri dentists and the activities 
of their organizations. Paul Revere 
is mentioned as a practitioner of 
dentistry in colonial times and some 
of the curious “remedies” proposed 
in ancient days for toothaches are 
noted. One suggested the use of 
garlic and onion seeds to _ kill 
worms supposed at that time to be 
the cause of dental cavities. 

A description of the book in the 
current issue of the Dental Asso- 
ciation’s Journal comments that 
“fortunately for the historian” the 
present code of ethics was not in 
force in early days of dentistry in 
Missouri, and most of the informa- 
tion available comes from newspa- 
per advertisements. 

A Dr. Paul, who advertised in the 
Missouri Gazette of Dec. 21, 1809. 
is the first dentist known to have 
practiced in Missouri, He described 
himself as “a well: bred surgeon- 
dentist” and offered to treat pa- 
tients at their own homes. Dr. Paul 
could be reached at his residence 
“or. at Mr. Vabois, where he has 
on sale a variety of merchandise 
on very moderate terms.” 

It has been during the last 100 
years, the book reports, that den- 
tistry emerged as a profession and 
important health service. That pe- 
riod saw the establishment of the 
first dental colleges and the end of 
the system of teaching dentistry 
through apprenticeship.

and repaid it within a year out of 
the revenues of the power plant. 
Politics Crowded Out. 

The first city manager, A. M. 
Wilson, a retired business man, 
wealthy and beholden to nobody, 
edged politics out of the picture. 
The politicians finally gave up and 
turned their attention to El Paso 
county, of which Colorado Springs, 
is the seat. They are still supreme 
in the county but not in Colorado 
Springs. Wilson saw to it that 
competent men were hired at 
decent pay and all he asked for 
was results. Wilson reorganized 
the water department. He stopped 
its free service to hospitals and 
other institutions and established 
it on a business basis. 

Ill health forced Wilson to re- 
sign. Mosley, who by this time had 
been made manager of the city 
power and gas plants, replaced him 
Jan. 1, 1930. Mosley has held the 
post ever since, under indefinite 
appointment. Mosley selected four 
key men, one an auditor and office 
Maitager, and a_ superintendent 
apiece of the gas, electric and water 
departments. From the beginning 
each utility has had its own bank 
account—there is no commingling 
of funds. Mosley maintains that 
city government has two functions 
—business and governmental. He 
looks after the business end, the 
council after the governmental. In 
order definitely to divorce these two 
functions, Mosley succeeded, over 
opposition, in having erected the 
municipal utilities building, more 
than two blocks from city hall. In 
June, 1931, all of the utilities forces 
moved into the new building, the 
cost of which was provided out of 
surplus utility revenues. And it is 
all paid for. 


Shift to Natural Gas. 

In September, 1931, the city 
junked its old gas plant and shift- 
ed to natural gas. This gas pro- 
vides 800 British Thermal Units as 
compared to 400 B. T. U. formerly 
by manufactured gas. Providing 
twice the heat, natural gas is sup- 
plied to domestic consumers at 93 
cents for the first 5000 cubic feet, 
down to 42 cents for the largest 
users. The city buys its fuel from 
the Amarillo-Colorado Interstate 
Gas Co., 85 per cent of the stock 
of which is owned by Standard Oil 
of New Jersey and 15 per cent by 
Cities Service Co. Leak-proof col- 
iars had to be provided for the 
mains already in use and the change 
to natural gas involved a deficit 
and a loss of revenue over a series 
of years, but by 1936 the gas de- 
partment was out of the red and 
showed a profit of $10,396. 

The city has no provision for an 
emergency supply of gas, although 
at the time of the Memorial day 
floods of 1935 the pipe line to the 
Texas field was broken, cutting off 
the gas supply. However, the 
break was repaired the same day 
it occurred. The same flood put 
the steam plant of the electric com- 
pany out of commission. That plant 
has since been provided with bulk- 
head doors to prevent the possibili- 


ity of flooding, and its two spray 


ponds have been moved above the 
danger level. The steam electric 
plant is capable of providing all 
the power needed for the city. It 
can cut in the two hydro-electric 
units at will. The two hydro-elec- 
tric plants are capable of supplying 
only 44 per cent of the peak load, 
so that the city’s chief dependence 
is on its steam: plant. 
Capacity Doubled. 

The capacity of the steam elec- 
tric plant has been doubled by the 
purchase of a new generator which 
produces as much power as both 
the old ones, which, however, are 
still in place and ready for use. 
In taking over the old plant, the 
city found it had to replace one- 
third of the old distributing system, 
and did so at a cost of $900,000, out 
of the revenues of the department. 
The central steam plant is provided 
with the most modern equipment. 
It took a costly explosion to cause 
the placing of automatic cut-off 
devices which regulate the flow of 
gas into the boiler fires. An elec- 
tric detector is another feature. 
All is well so long as the painted 
pupil of this electric eye stares 
straight ahead through a_ circle 
from which radiate four lines at 
right angles. But if the pupils rolls 
drunkenly out of focus, the watcher, 
always on duff, knows there is a 
short circuit on one of the lines. 
He makes a quick test, finds which 
circuit is affected and telephones 
the line crew, which locates and 
adjusts the trouble. 

Drinking Water Provides Power. 

There is an intimate connection 


| between the water and the hydro- 


electric units of the power sys- 
tem. The city gets its water sup- 
ply from the north and south slopes 
of Pike’s Peak, some of the lakes 
supplying it being connected by 
tunnels. The final unit of the north 
slope, Catamount dam, 
dedicated next month. At the 
Manitou hydro-electric plant, the 
water strikes the generator with 
a head of 1054 pounds to the square 
inch maximum pressure, one of the 
highest in the country. Yet by 
means of baffles, it is converted 
within the distance of a few feet, 
from a raging torrent to a placid 
stream that flows into the pipes 
which furnish drinking water. Gravy- 
ity provides the only _ pressure. 
There are no pumps. 

The transportation company, the 
only privately owned utility in the 
city, was anxious at one time to 
sell its stree car lines, but the city 
was not interested in dead horses. 
May 1, 1932, the street car lines 
were abandoned and now

While the city-operated utilities 
are not taxed, they have paid into 
the city treasury, in lieu of taxes, 
$1,123,492 in the 12-year period end- 
ing June 30, 1937. This is an aver- 
age of $93,625 a year, compared with 
$83,244 paid by its predecessor pri- 
vately owned utility in taxes of all 
kinds, Federal, State, county, 
school, city and miscellaneous, for 
the year ending Dec. 31, 1924. 

Instead of using all of their in- 
come to reduce taxes, the city- 
owned utilities have put a certain 
amount of their earnings back into 
the business, exactly as if they were 
private corporations, and maintain 
a reserve fund for emergencies, 
amounting now to $800,000 in secur- 
ities, much of them city bonds, on 
which the city pays interest to it- 
self. 

There is a possibility that the 
municipal utilities will be entirely 
free from bonded debt Oct. 1, 1939. 
The City Council last month 
authorized the cancelation of $110,- 
000 of bonds and the payment of 
$50,000 of bonds due next October. 
The canceled bonds are held in the 
reserve fund. 

Not a Cent for Taxes. 

The Catamount Dam, to be dedi- 
cated next month, is the fifth and 
last unit of a water supply system 
which has cost $1,719,000. Of this 
amount, the Public Works Admin- 
istration furnished a grant of $412,- 
000, an issue of water department 
revenue bonds, $1,100,000, and wa- 
ter department revenues, $200,000. 
PW A has provided money only for 
the water system and for improve- 
ments within the city—nothing for 
other city-owned utilities. 

None of the utilities it owns has 
cost the people of the city one cent 
in taxes. The original bond issue 
was, in effect, underwritten by the 
taxpayers. If city manager govern- 
ment had failed, they would have 
had to pay off the issue. However, 
it did not fail, but prospered. Part 
of the 5 per cent issue for the pur- 
chase of the gas plant was refund- 
ed at 3 per cent in 1934 and last 
year $312,000 of water bonds was 
refunded at 2.1 per cent. 

The only changes in rates since 
the city took over the utilities have 
been reductions. Of these cuts six 
have been made in the price of elec- 
tricity which the private consumer 
now gets for 5.5 cents a kilowatt 
hour. Based on the sales in recent 
years, the latest cut should have re- 
duced the gross sales revenue $73,- 


000. Instead, the loss in revenue was 


only $3000. The $70,000 was taken 
up, $45,000 through increased use by 


old consumers, the rest by new busi- 


ness. Mosley says another reduc- 
tion of 10 per cent will be made 
next January. 

“We shall keep whittling it 
down,” he says. “Somewhere down 
the line we shall reach the point 
at which the reduction in rate will 
not produce a response that will 
take up all the slack. Then we 
shall know we have gone as low 
as we can.”

NET ASSETS OF CY 
REACH $165 99,889 


Comptroller’s Annual Report 
Shows Gain of $611,739 
During Past Year. 


St. Louis as a municipal corpora- 
tion had assets of $273,331,694 and 
liabilities of $107,339,805 at the close 
of the fiscal year, April 12, it was 
stated in the annual report of 
Comptroller Louis Nolte, issued yes- 
terday. The excess of assets over 
liabilities was $165,991,889, or $611,- 
739 more than the similar excess a 
year previously, when the assets 
were $272,095,753. 

Assets listed in the report: Cash 
on hand and in banks, $14,859,534; 
cash deposited to redeem matured 
bonds and coupons, $1,343,656; sink- 
ing fund investments, $1,250,000; 
delinquent general and _ special 
taxes, $9,045,881; street opening and 
sprinkling bills, $518,699; accounts 
receivable, $1,178,094; and—the bulk 
of the city’s tangible worth — real 
estate and improvements, $245,135,- 
827. 

The chief liability was $87,666,- 
000 in outstanding bonds. Other 
liabilities were: Warrants payable, 
$544,700; matured bonds and cou- 
pons, $1,343,656; sinking funds, $3,- 
412,758; unappropriated revenue and 
special funds, $2,934,313; unexpend- 
ed balances of appropriations, $8,- 
084,404; special and trust account 
balances and miscellaneous ac- 
counts, $3,353,971. 

$2,118,590 Record Deficit. 

A final figure for the record 
deficit in the municipal revenue ac- 
count at the end of the fiscal year 
was reported—$2,118,590. This was 
exactly $101,000 more than the fig- 
ure announced earlier, the increase 
being due to advances for work on 
Municipal Auditorium, to be reim- 
bursed by the PW A. 

This was the ninth successive 
year in which the city closed its 
books with a deficit, in 16 of the 
last 18 fiscal years there has been 
a deficit. The previous record was 
$1,379,529 at the end of 1932-33, the 
last year of Mayor Victor J. Miller’s 
administration. The deficit a year 
ago, at the end of Mayor Dick- 
mann’s third year, was $863,723. The 
only years in the last 18 in which 
there was no deficit were 1923-24, 
Mayor Henry W. Kiel’s eleventh 
year in office, and 1927-28, Miller’s 
third year. 

Ordinary costs of the municipal 
government for the last fiscal year, 
as distinguished from expenditures 
made from the proceeds of bond 
sales, amounted to $29,709,236, the 
Comptroller reported. This was 
divided into $16,040,539 for salaries 
and wages, $13,208,173 for supplies 
and expenses and $460,523 for per- 
manent outlays. Distributed in an- 
other way, the same expenditures 
were: Municipal purposes, $20,074,- 
410; interest and sinking fund, $6,- 
320,504; waterworks, $2,189,081; pub- 
lic library, $449,562; Forest Park 
Zoo, $434,143; City Art Museum, 
$241,532. 

Where Tax Dollar Goes. 

Use of the tax dollar in the last 
fiscal year was broken down as 
follows: Bond redemption and in- 
terest, 22.16 per cent; general pur- 
poses, 43.29 per cent; health, hos- 
pitals and relief activities, 16.73 per 
cent; new public work (including 
bond fund expenditures), 17.82 per 
cent. 

Relief took 6.21 per cent of the 
dollar, including 5.12 per cent from 
bonds and 1.09 per cent from mu- 
nicipal revenue. Nolte reported 
that $2,279,426 in warrants for re- 
lief were drawn on the treasury 
during the year and spent under 
supervision of the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment and the 
aldermanic Relief Committee. Of 
this amount, $436,000 came from 
municipal revenue. The Comptrol- 
ler called attention of the Board of 
Aldermen to the seriousness of the 
relief burden by quoting passages 
from two past annual reports. 

Cash receipts of the treasury dur-~ 
ing the year were $43,110,439, in- 
cluding $1,565,775 in payments on 
Public Works Administration 
grants. Bonds sold during the year 
totaled $7,740,000, including $2,250,- 
000 for the river-front Jefferson 
Memorial. While receipts for gen- 
eral purposes were $459,349 greater 
in the last year than the preceding 
year, cost of operating the govern- 
ment increased $1,145,276, exceed- 
ing the rise in income by $685,927, 
The self-supporting Water Division 
had receipts of $3,698,469 in the last 
year, an increase of $195,203 over 
the year before. 

Present bonded debt of the city 
within the meaning of the State 
Constitution was reported as $91,- 
563,500, leaving a margin for addi- 
tional bond issuance of $21,846,041,

Gunn, also a Democrat, whose 
home is at 4569 Alice avenue, is a 
cousin of Mrs. John A. Lynch, 
whose husband was dropped as sec- 
retary of the board the day the 
Lambert board took office nearly 
two months ago. Gunn became 2 
police telephone operator in 1925 
and a clerk in 1927, being assigned 
to the traffic violations bureau four 
years ago. 

Mrs. London, a board employe 
since Aug. 1, 1933, resides at 7015

ICKEY MOUSE has become a part of American mythology. A hook about the adventures of the famous movie cartoon character has been 
adopted as a reader for primary grades for New York City’s elementary public school system. The antics of Mickey, Minnie, Donald Duck, 
Pluto and the rest of the marvelous menagerie of Disney's cartoons have 60 illustrations, mostly in color, by Walt Disney, creator of the 
characters, with a 102-page text by Jean Ayer. It was written with children of the second and third grades (roughly from 6 to 9 years 


old) in mind. 
Mickey has been chosen because the New York school board realizes he is a hero to small American boys and girls. It is believed the book will 


be highly useful as an incentive to learn to read. Seeing the familiar beaming face of Mickey and the volatile Donald Duck most certainly will prick 
the interest of the normal child and make him anxious to read about the adventures of the characters. 

“You might get the same letter combination in ‘Paradise Lost, declared Dr. Harold G. Campbell, superintendent of schools. “But you couldn’i 
get elementary school children to read that. We can get them interested in. Mickey Mouse and that’s the important point. After they learn to read 
it won't be difficult to center their attention on other books.” Dr. Emil Altman, chief medical examiner of the school system, who determines the 
Psychological effect of books on the reading list, thought the book would be “very good” for children because of the stimulus it would provide 
tion.

SAN FRANCISCO. 
ARBETTE HAMMELL is 
in prison again. That 
was to be expected, for 
Barbette is California's 
most notorious adven- 
turess and confidence 
woman; the newspapers 
which like to tag news 
personalities have la- 
beled her “Lady Ponzi.” 
The surprising thing is that in spite of her 
reputation and the repeated exposure of her 
swindles, she still is able to find victims, to 
convince people who have money and are 
supposed to have brains, that she is a re- 
formed misunderstood woman. 

Her talent for swindling centers on her 
extraordinary persuasiveness and her off- 
hand air of superiority. Her working know!l- 
edge of practical psychology enables her to 
be aloof enough to impress, without being 
irritating; to become feminine and helpless 
at the right moment; to give a “prospect” 
the impression she is going to some trouble 
to do him a favor, while bilking him of a 
goodly sum. If tears are called for, Barbette 
is prepared to shed them; if the victim is one 
to be over-awed Barbette can become a 
thing of icy snootiness; if it’s the straight- 
forward, honest.approach that’s necessary, 
she turns her cool and honest blue eyes in 
a gaze straight into yours. She’s an actress 
of the school where the penalty for a bad 
performance is the jail house. But her 
downfall was caused by financial illiteracy 
—inability to write good checks. 

A slightly built woman with an acquired 
English accent, she uses a cultured and brisk 
manner in her usual approach. By hovering 
about on the fringe of “society,” she usually 
manages to meet wealthy prospects for her 
schemes. 

Born Dorothy Rothe in Massachuetts 41 
years ago, she did not take long to reveal 
crooked tendencies. When she was 14 
years old she arrived at Carmel, California, 
a literary colony, with her mother. The post- 
master accused her of swindling him on a 
C. O. D. package from San Francisco. She 
opened it and refused to accept the mer- 
chandise, he said, but later he found the 
parcel had been emptied and stuffed with 
rags.

But she induced the same 
people to contribute more money towards a 
plan to reopen the school.

Dorothy Merrill. But she talked herself out 
of that. Governor C. C. Young refused to 
sign extradition papers and she was freed. 

In November, 1928, she visited Dr. How- 
ard Markel, widely known orthopedic spe- 
cialist, in his San Francisco office, repre- 
sented herself as Mrs. Dorothy Whippe, a 
wealthy English woman, and told him she 
had learned that a man had induced him 
and a group of prominent physicians to in- 
vest $100,000 in a South American corpora- 
tion. She had invested $40,000 in it herself 
and found it a swindle, she said. Her 
money was tied up, she explained, but if 
she were financed on a trip to New York 
she thought she could get back her $40,000 
and the physician's money. Dr. Markel and 
the other physicians financed not one trip, 
but two. “Mrs. Whippe” finally reported 
she had been unsuccessful, but hoped to 
try again. 

She learned Dr. Markel was interested in 
establishing an orthopedic center for crip- 
pled children. He still had complete confi- 
dence in her, and his enthusiasm was 
aroused when she offered to contribute 
$500,000 to the project. His admiration of 


this personable woman's careless generosity - 


increased when she offered to give up most 
of her time to the cause and to canvass the 
State for a million dollars for the center. 
He gave her his endorsement. Contributions 
rolled in, she reported, showing him a bank 
book listing deposits of $100,000 for the 
“California Orthopedic Foundation.” 

A short time later, Dr. Markel discovered 
her real identity. The deposits were not in 
the bank. An Oakland jeweler charged 
that Mrs. Hammell, giving the name of Mrs. 
M. C. Wade, had given him a worthless 
check for $1000 in payment for a diamond 
ring. Other bad check complaints followed. 
Barbette was traced to Los Angeles and ar- 
rested.

in Maine. Thus feminist Lydia Pinkham's 
descendants have been overruled by their 
male cousins, a male master and a male 
court of law. 

What a remarkable company the Lydia 
E. Pinkham Medicine Company of Lynn is 
can be seen by some figures and its back- 
ground of personalities and advertisement. 
While it is still capitalized as it was 61 
years ago, at only $11,200, it goes on re- 
turning $70,000 net monthly to the dispu- 
tants. It is considered a $3,000,000 company: 
with its annual net profit of $840,000, it has 
only the shares evenly divided between 
the male and the female trio. And while 
the female trio has been trying to get con- 
trol there seems little hope that this will 
happen. The courts have been in favor of 
the male trio ever since the Pinkhams suc- 
ceeded in getting a restraining order two 
months after the Goves applied for the 
Maine receivership. 

Nevertheless, it was a woman who started 
this millionaire firm, and it was the women 
of the nation from whom it drew and stil] 
draws its profits. The original Lydia Estes 
Pinkham was a simple housewife and moth- 
er of Lynn, Massachusetts, who got herself 
catapulted into national fame which in- 
creased after her death. A contemporary 
newspaper said of Lydia that “that serene 
mug of hers has become as familiar as that 
of George Washington.” Funsters sang of 
her: 


“Why does it haunt me day and night, 
And keep me always in a fright?

Born in Lynn in 
1819, becoming a school teacher and then 
the wife of Isaac Pinkham, a real estate 
dealer of Lynn, Lydia Estes Pinkham had no 
premonitions of her fame until the panic of 
1873 completely ruined her husband finan- 
cially. Before that, Lydia had been brew- 
ing a mixture of herbs, seeds and other 
medicaments which she gave to her neigh- 
bors and friends. They seemed to like this 
concoction which she made on the kitchen 
stove; she herself got the formula from a 
Lynn machinist, George Clarkson Todd, in 
payment for a $25 debt. 


' X 7 HEN her husband found himself on 
the rocks, Mrs. Pinkham decided to 
support the family in good style. 

She thought she would try selling the vege- 

table compound, since it had been so popu- 

lar as a gift to her suffering friends, who 
had told her how much it had helped them. 

Her three sons, Charles, Daniel and Will, 
helped her start the business; her daughter, 

Aroline, was teaching school and did not 

take an active part in the business then. 

The three boys had some pamphlets printed 

and began distributing them in the streets 

of Boston for advertising purposes. 

In 1875 they got their first sale—an $18 
order—from a wholesale druggist. 

In 1877, they took their first advertisement 
in an Essex County paper; then they took an 
advertisement in the Boston Traveller.

A year later they gave their advertising 
to an agency which handled Connecticut 
and Rhode Island. 

People were very skeptical. They didn't 
believe there really was a Lydia Pinkham. 
The young Pinkhams thus got the idea of 
putting their mother’s face on every label 
and every ad; the engraving of Lydia Pink- 
ham, with her “store hair,”” her benevolent 
smile and her ruffled collar, immediately re- 
sulted in a doubling of the sales of the 
product. The Pinkhams had to build a plant 
in the lot next to their home. In 1880, they 
signed a $10,000 advertising contract in New 
York, and, in 1882, the sales of Lydia Pink- 
ham leaped to $400,000. The next year 
Lydia Pinkham died, her son Charles be- 
came the head of the business, deluging 


the land with photographs of his mother, 


and Edwin C. Bok unintentionally, a few 
years later, gave the business a tremen- 
dous boost by publishing a picture of Lydia 
Pinkham’s tombstone in his ‘Ladies’ Home 
Journal.” In this way, many women who 
still had not trusted the fact that there real-

ly was a Lydia Pinkham, knew that there 
must have been since she was dead. 

In the early days, the Pinkham ads read 
like this: 

“A gorgeous costume flashed beneath the 
brilliant lights of a ballroom; a queen of 
society is radiant tonight. 

“The nervous hands of a weak woman 
have toiled day and night, the weary frame 
and aching head have known no rest-—for 
‘the dress must be finished in time.’ 

“That queen of society and her dress- 
maker . may some day find their ail- 
ments a common cause. Lydia E. Pinkham’s 
Vegetable Compound is the only positive 
cure and legitimate remedy.” 

By 1898, the Pinkham compound had be- 
come the most heavily advertised product 
in the United States. It claimed to cure cil 
feminine ills from indigestion to sleepless- 
ness. By 1900, its sales had reached $1.- 
000,000; by 1918, $2,000,000; and by 1925, 
$4,000,000. It is no longer advertised as a 


cure for all ills, but for “feminine com- 


plaints.” 
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It was over advertising that the Gove and 
the Pinkham factions had perhaps their se- 
verest battles. The Goves liked old-fash- 
ioned copy and large appropriations; 
Charles Pinkham led his faction for modern 
copy and reasonable appropriations. Once 
after Charles Pinkham had sent out copy, 
Lydia Pinkham Gove, his cousin, telegraphed 
every one of 700 papers, instructing them 
not to use it. 

Charles’ brother, Daniel, deciared many 
times that his cousin Lydia said that the 
Goves had more money than the Pinkhams 
and she intended either to “run the busi- 
ness or ruin it.” 

In August, 1935, the advertising appropri- 
ations had dropped to $7000 per month and 
the sales were down to $1,700,000—the low- 
est since 1917. In November, 1936, the two 
factions agreed to split an appropriation of 
$400,000, for advertising, which was to last 
till March, 1937. The Goves were to take 
care of the Eastern advertising and the 
Pinkhams of the West. Charles Pinkham 
placed sophisticated ads in Liberty, the Mac- 
Fadden women’s group of magazines, Drug 
Topics and the Fawcett women’s publica- 
Lydia P. Gove’s ads were like the old ones 
her mother used. And on every bottle which 
is produced today there is this statement: 
“l sommended as a vegetable tonic in con- 


F COURSE, various medical societies 
() have attacked the compound. The 
American Medical Association in- 
cludes it in its volume on “quacks and nos- 
trums.” Dr. A. J. Read of Battle Creek tested 
it for alcohol and found that a tablespoon of 
beer burned 20 seconds whereas a similar 
measure of the compound two minutes, 35 
seconds. The American Medical Association 
declares the compound contains 15 per cent 
aicohol; it’s an interesting fact that the larg- 
est sales today in any state are in dry Kan- 
sas. 
Today 10,000 bottles are being turned out 
every day; factories are working in Paris, 
Mexico City and Ontario as well as in 
Massachusetts. Still Lydia Pinkham’s face 
appears on every bottle, as it has since 
1878. In some ads, there has been mounted 
with that of Lydia Pinkham a picture of her 
great-granddaughter, Priscilla Gove Talbot, 
a granddaughter of Mrs. Aroline Gove, who 
died in 1925. Still letters by the ton keep 
pouring in to the firm, for, from the first, 
advertising has been on a personal basis 
and customers have been encouraged to 
write letters. 
As in the long ago, today’s youngsters 
know the refrain— 


“We sing. we sing, we sing of Lydia Pink- 
ham, 
And her love for the human race, 
She invented her vegetable compound, 
Now the papers publish her face.”

HOW the SLAYER 
of JEAN JAURES 
MET HIS DOOM 


It Was a Bomb From an Airplane Named 


for the Famous French Socialist That Killed 
Raoul Villain 18 Years After He Had 
Been Acquitted by the Courts,

PARIS. 
OETIC justice is some- 
thing often talked about 
but seldom met. A par- 
ticularly sweet and sat- 
isfying form of revenge, 
it probably owes its 
fascination to the ironic 
twist which the gods oc- 
casionally give to the 
passionate strife or silly 
bickerings of humans. People with either a 
petty grudge or a burning vow of venge- 
ance to satisfy, dream of it, everyone looks 
on it with awe on those rare occasions 
when it actually manifests itself, and writ- 
ers, fearful of jibes, approach it cagily, hes- 
itating to call upon it as readily as on other 
fingers of the long arm of coincidence. But 
truth often rushes in where even pulp writ- 
ers fear to tread, and an amazing example 
of this Olympian justice has just made its 
appearance from the welter of the day's 
news. This is the story of Jean Jaures, great 
French Socialist, and his assassin, Raoul 
Villain. 

On the sultry evening of August 1, 1914, 
the bearded, austere Socialist was dining in 
the Cafe Croissant in Paris with friends. 
The humid air was heavy also with the 
foreboding of war. Jaures, publisher of the 
newspaper Humanite, had worked feverishly 
in an attempt to stem the rising tide of na- 
tional hatred and fanaticism that was in a 
few days to hurl the nations of Europe 
at each others’ throats. He had thrown all 
his passionate sincerity, all his thunderous 
eloquence, into the attempt. Rising to in- 
ternational prominence through his part in 
the labor troubles in France in 1910, he had 
become recognized as the greatest orator in 
France. He spoke at great length, but never 
failed to hold his audiences. His eloquence 
was described as “tumultous, irresistible’ 
in newspaper accounts at the time, and he 
was known as a ruthless fighter, one who 
spared nothing in denunciations of his ene- 
mies. As were many great Socialists, he 
was a professional man. He had been a 
professor at Toulouse, and first gained fame 
through leading the French Socialists in sup- 
port of Dreyfus, the army officer who was 
railroaded to Devil's Island on a treason 
charge because he was a Jew. 

On that evening of that fateful August, M. 
Jaures had just returned from a meeting of 
the International Socialist Bureau, which had 
hastily assembled at Brussels for united ac- 
tion against the impending danger of war. 
At the meeting, he had attacked Austrian 
diplomacy and asked the proletariat to or- 
ganize for peace. 

"The duty of the French Socialists is sim- 
ple,” he had thundered. ‘We dd not have 
to impose a policy of peace on our Govern- 
ment. It practices one. I—who have never 
hesitated to take upon myself the hatred of 
our chauvinists for my obstinancy, and who 
will never give up the idea of a Franco- 
German rapprochement—I have the right 
to say that at the present hour the French

Government wishes peace. The French 
Government is the best ally for peace pos- 
seased by this admirable England that has 
taken the initiative in conciliation.” 

Today, these utterances seem reasonable 
enough, sane enough. But then, when na- 
tional emotions were at fever pitch, over- 
zeclous patriots considered traitors the 
courageous few who cried for peace. Much 
of this opposition crystallized against Jaures 
because he had repeatedly opposed the 
three-year compulsory military service law. 
He was considered by these militarists a 
menace to the safety of the nation. 

One young man who thought so stood out- 
side the window of the cafe, a pistol in his 
hand. 

Jaures was quietly reviewing the Brus- 
sels meeting. He and his friends, Socialist 
deputies and editors, were under a window, 
which opened on the street. Limply hang- 
ing curtains cut off their view of the street. 
Through those curtains a pistol was thrust, 
and two shots were fired. They entered the 
brain of Jean Leon Jaures and ended the 
life of the most powerful individual oppon- 
ent of the impending slaughter of 10,000,000 
men. 

Passersby seized the assassin in a door- 
way several feet away. Police found an- 
other loaded revolver in one of his pockets. 
Pushing through the crowd which had gath- 
ered in the cafe, and which was chattering 
and waving its collective arms as only vio- 
lently excited Frenchmen can, the gen- 
darmes dragged him in to the table, where 


was slumped the body of his victim. 

The crowd cried, Death to the assassin!” 
but he faced them with blazing eyes and 
dramatic gestures. 

“If I have committed this act,” he shouted, 
“it is because Jaures betrayed the country 
in leading a campaign against the three- 
year military law. I believe traitors must 
be punished. If I can give my life to such 
a cause, I feel I have done my duty.” 

The slayer was Raoul Villain, 29 years 
old, a former engineer, artist, and school 
master, whose mind had been set aflame 
with fantaticism by reading of mystic me- 
dieval tomes and accounts of pious suffer- 
ings. 


HUS an assassination ended the last 

hope of marshaling public opinion 

against the war which dnother as- 
sassination had touched off. Because of fear 
of public demonstrations, the Government 
did not try Villain during the war, but kept 
him in jail for five years before bringing 
him to trial on a charge of murder. 

The trial was embarrassing to the Gov- 
ernment. The case was a highly contro- 
versial one in other countries besides France. 
Many foreign journalists attended. To So- 
cialists ‘and liberals, Villain was rightly 
named. But to super-patriots and militarists, 
his act had been justified. 

His férvor tempered by long imprison- 
ment, his eyes sunken and his face sharp 
and pale, Villain told the Court he had 
been aroused by the insolence of Prussian

Becomin 
despondent, he went to the island of Ivm 
in the Balearic group in the Mediterranm 
Sea off Spain and lived a shabby, sollizy 
life in a shack. 

His brooding was cut short one aight 1 
cently.

The youngest member of a family of seven 
boys, he was born on a farm in Stephenson 
County, Illinois, near the little town of Da- 
goscus, which is no longer on the map. On 
his mother’s side, he traces his ancestry 
hock to one James Ross, who came to this 
country in the seventeenth century and set- 
fed in William Penn's colony. His grand- 
jother on his father's side came to this coun- 
try about 1830 from Ireland and was one of 
the early settlers in Mlinois. 

Madden lived the life that was. typical of 
the form in those early days. He milked 
cows, plowed corn and did the various oth- 
er chores that fell to his lot. In this way 
he developed the rugged physique that has 
been proof against the exacting demands 
of his new job. 

Young Madden obtained his education as 
best he could until he reached high school 
age, when his parents moved to Freeport. 
the county seat, where Lincoln and Douglas 
staged one of their famous debates. 

But even then the education he wanted 
#0 badly did not come without a struggle. 
He had to work his way through high 
shool, and at the Northern Illinois State 
Normal School he paid expenses by teach- 
ing on the side. 

In 1811 he was graduated from the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, and became principal of 
the village school at Atwood, Ill. After a 
brief stay there, he enrolled at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago and took his doctor’s degree. 

Madden was only 24 years old but he 
had a well rounded background when he 
secured his first real teaching position as 
profeasor of law at the University of Okla- 


homa, the home state of his bride, Miss 
Margaret Bell Liddell, whom he had mar- 
ried the previous year. 

After teaching for two years in Oklahoma. 
he practiced law with his brother in Rock- 
ford, Ill., near his boyhood home. From 
there he went to Ohio State University at 
Columbus, serving on the law faculty of 
that institution from 1917 to 1921. During 
the summers he taught at Chicago, Leland 
Standford and Cornell universities. After 
leaving Ohio State he went to West Vir- 
ginia University as dean of the law school 
there. This post was particularly valuable 
to him in later life because, in addition to 
teaching and executive experience, he had 
an excellent opportunity to observe at first 
hand conditions in the coal fields, then the 
focal point of American labor troubles. 

Madden left West Virginia in 1927 to go 


to the University of Pittsburgh, which was

to be his last teaching position. He took an 
active interest in civic affairs in Pittsburgh, 
becoming a director of the Federation of 
Social Agencies and, assisting in the work 
of the Pittsburgh Housing Corporation, or- 
ganized to improve living conditions in the 
city. He also took part in prison welfare 
work and served as a member of the West- 
ern Pennsylvania Penal Affairs Committee. 

Hearing of the talents of the young law 
teacher who recently had come to Pitts- 
burgh, Governor Gifford Pinchot prevailed 
upon him in 1929 to serve on a commis- 
sion to investigate private policing in in- 
dustry in Pennsylvania. After a thorough 
investigation, the commission submitted a 
report condemning the use of the so-called 
coal and iron police in the State and recom- 
mended the abolition of the system which 
left the enforcement of law and order in the 
steel and coal towns to private corporations. 

During the ensuing depression years, 
Madden stuck pretty close to the university 
and it was not until 1934 that he again took 
a prominent part in public work. At that 
time he was called upon to serve as chair- 
man of an arbitration board that settled a 
strike of street car conductors in Pittsburgh 
—his first hand-to-hand experience in deal- 
ing with labor relations. 

Madden's work in this capacity made a 
very favorable impression on organized 
labor and when he was named chairman 
of the Labor Relations Board he had the 
endorsement of the American Federation of 
Labor. 

Now that the Supreme Court has upheld 
the Wagner Act and the legality of the 
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Chief of the National Labor 


Relations Board 


Labor Relations Board is securely fixed, both 
workers and employers would do well to: 
devote some time to studying the man who 
for the next four years will play a vital 
role -in leading the nation to industrial 
peace or, if failure should attend his ef- 
forts, shoulder a substantial share of the 
responsibility for the economic chaos that 
will result. 

Fundamentally, Madden's sympathies are 
with the working man. He does not be- 
lieve he has had a square deal in the past 
and is convinced that some employers at 
least would never give the worker an ‘even 
break” unless compelled to do so. He does 
not think that organized labor is all good, 
nor does he believe that-all employers are 
bad, but on the whole he is of the opinion 
that the employer more often than the 
worker has been blind to the equitable 
principles of industrial relations. 

Addressing the Congress of American In- 
dustry in New York last December Madden 
turned to a conservative Republican, the 
late Chief Justice Taft, for a quotation which 
he has incorporated into the foundation of 
his labor relations philosophy. 


¢ Y (labor unions) were organized 
out of the necessities of the situa- 
tion,’” he quoted the Chief Justice 
as having said. “A single employe was 
helpless in dealing with an employer. He 
was dependent ordinarily on his daily wage 
for the maintenance of himself and his fam- 
ily. If the employer refused to pay him the 
wages that he thought fair, he was neverthe- 
less unable to leave the employ and to re- 
sist arbitrary and unfair treatment. Union 
was essential to give laborers opportunity to 
deal on equality with their employer. They 
united to exert influence and to leave him in 
a body in order by this inconvenience to in- 
duce him to make better terms with them. 
They were withholding their labor of eco- 
nomic value to make him pay what they 
thought it was worth. The right to com- 
bine for such a lawful purpose has in many 
years not been denied by any court.” 

The ideas thus expressed by Taft in 192! 
are just as sound today, Madden contends, 
and form the basis of the National Labor 
Relations Act. He reasons that, granting 
the soundness of the theory of unionization, 
there must be something that has kept the 
great majority of American workmen from 
joining unions and he believes that “some- 
thing” is intimidation, direct or indirect, by 
the employers. 

This, then, is the task to which he has 
set his hand—the abolition of what he con- 
siders coercive practices by employers. His 
legal training has taught him that ‘there 
is no right without a remedy” and he be-

lieves that the remedy of the workmen to- 
day lies in the provisions of the Labor Re- 
lations Act. To his mind the idea that any 
worker should be prevented by physical 
or economic pressure from joining any 
union is unthinkable. 

"There are those,” he said, “who insist 
that there is something in the Constitution 
which, being interpreted, means that the 
Fathers of our Constitution meant that 
American workmen were to remain, in the 
language of Chief Justice Taft, ‘helpless in 
dealing with an employer,’ or at least that 
the Congress was perpetually forbidden to 
provide a remedy to relieve that helpless- 


He Came Down From His 


NEW YORK. 

IME was when Dr. Alexis 
Carrel was the most 
reticent of savants. The 
first American Nobel 
prize winner in medicine, 
a world-renowned sur- 
geon and biologist, he 
uttered only a few curt 
words for the public 
| from his cloistered lab- 
oratory in the Rockefeller Institute for Med- 
ical Research, No one was permitted to 
interview him; his only quotations came 
from restrained papers in scientific journals 
—ad oh how the medical world wishes 
things were the same way now. 

Dr. Alexis Carrel came down from his 
Olympian heights just a couple of years 
990 but already he has scandalized his 
Conservative colleagues by expressing a be- 
lef in mental telepathy and clairvoyance, 
by suggesting scientific breeding of a race 
of super humans. dy hinting that it is pos- 
sible to freeze a human being for a couple 
f decades and unireeze him at will and 
that Prayer can some cases, cure even 
cancer, 
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Dr. Alexis Carrel. 


The reason the Carrel-Dakin method was 
so bitterly attacked was its simplicity. All the 
doctors did was take common sodium hypo- 
chlorite and arrange a tube so that the anti- 
septic dripped down into the wound. It 
was simple, all right, but thousands of war 
veterans here and abroad are whole- 
limbed today because of the method. To 
top off this phase of his research Dr. Car- 


rel devised a new method of treating scars 
on healing wounds. 

When he was the magician in the ivory 
tower to the public there were many mis- 
conceptions of Dr. Carrel. Actually he is 
a small, rather pudgy man with a broad, 
round face, a bald head, quizzical eyes and 
a pince-nez. He affects somber suits and 
emphasizes his speech with quick, ener- 


getic movements. He is notably shy and 
is ill at ease except among those he has 
known for some time. Then he can be a 
charming companion. 

Now he is losing some of this shyness 
as he realizes the respect accorded him 
by the public. Not long ago on one of his 
frequent trans-Atlantic crossings, he was 
told that his book, “Man, the Unknown,” 
was on the best seller lists and his evident 
delight was a revelation to veteran re- 
porters who remembered his past taciturn- 
ity. 

On this occasion he invited newspaper 
men to his stateroom and discussed scientific 
advance with them, apparently relishing 
the informality of the interview. 

Dr. Carrel is an American by adoption. 
He came here in 1905, spent a year in a 
university laboratory and joined the Rocke- 
feller Institute. He was born near Lyons, 
France, in 1873, the son of a silk merchant. 
His first medical studies 
were at the University of 
Lyons at which he matric- 
ulated in 1900. Later he 
received a science degree 
from Dijon and still later 
he was awarded honorary 
degrees by Belfast, Prince- 
ton, Brown and Columbia 
universities. 

The Rockefeller Institute 
was the goal of research 
specialists in pre-World War days and Dr. 
Carrel concentrated on surgery. Soon he 
had performed a feat which won him recog- 
nition as the man “who kept a chicken heart 
beating outside the body.” What Dr. Carrel 
really did was to cut a sliver from the heart 
of a tiny, unborn chicken and by providing 
nourishment kept alive that tissue and suc- 
ceeding tissues developed from it. 

This feat won him fame far beyond its 
true value and after 23 years of keeping 
the tissue alive he refused to say anything 
more about the long enduring experiment. 

Soon after the sliver had first begun to 
palpitate in an artificial solution, Dr. Car- 
rel devised a method of suturing arteries 
so smoothly that the danger of blood clot- 
ting was minimized. It was for this great 
surgical advance, which has since bene- 
fited hundreds of thousands, that Dr. Car- 


rel was awarded the Nobel prize in med-. 


ness. That seems to me to be a gratuitous 
and unjustified libel against the Constitu- 
tional Fathers.” 

Madden has no patience with the type of 
employer who believes he cannot run his 
business successfully unless given an un- 
limited right to hire and fire his employes. 
He has beer harsh in his denunciation of 
some employers cited by the labor board 
for dismissing workers because of union 
activity. 

Employers of this type, he said, send 
their lawyers down to say their business 
will be ruined if they cannot fire men at 
will, and then take the stand themselves 
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and testify they never discharged a man 
for joining a union and don’t consider it 
any of their business whether they join or 
not. Such an attitude, he said, reminded 
him of the young man who went blind after 
being struck on the head by a falling 
lamp in a railroad car. 

“To this man’s claim for damages,” Mad- 
den said, “the railroad advanced these de- 
fenses: First, that the man was never in 
the car at all. Second, he was blind when 
he went in. Third, he can see perfectly 
well now.” 

Some members of the Industrial Congress 
were surprised at the note of bitterness in 
Madden's voice when, in his December 
speech, he assailed employers who, in his 
opinion, invoke constitutional provisions to 
cloak their selfish interests. 

“There was refreshing frankness,” he said. 
“in the statement of an employer who said 
he thought the proper unit for collective 
borgaining is the individual workman. Will 
I be forgiven if I say that I much prefer 
this kind of blunt assertiveness to the pious 
cant of those who would call upon the 
spirits of our forefathers and pretend to 
hear them say: ‘To keep America great and 
strong, you must keep American workmen 
helpless.’ “ 


of this type, however. Madden is will- 

ing to concede that the leadership of 
labor in some instances is not all that it 
might be. But, so far as this is true, he be- 
lieves employers are to blame for the condi- 
tion because they were able to discourage 
certain employes from joining unions 
and rising to posts of responsibility in the pr- 
ganizations, thereby making the work of 
unsound elements that much easier. 

“Under these conditions,” he added, ” it 
is remarkable that, among the leaders of 
the newly organized groups, there are so 
few hot-heads and zealots. And to the ex- 
tent that new leadership is unwise, it seems 
to me that the cure is as obvious as the. 
cause. Let the employer make known by 
word and conduct to his workmen that they 
have the right to organize and meet with- 
out interference, that any employe may act 
like a man and take a man’s part in the 
determination of his affairs, and sound lead- 
ership will inevitably emerge. If this be 
not a sound prediction, the whole basis of 
American democracy is false.” 

So much, then, for Madden's views on 
the labor question. Unquestionably, his 
sympathies, prima facie, are with the work- 
ingman. But there is just as much reason 
to believe that he does not have a closed 
mind and that an employer with a just case 
will have no reason to complain of his 
treatment at the hands of Chairman ‘Mad- 
den. It should be remembered that basic- 
ally, his experience with the law has been 
that of the teacher, expounding both sides 
of a proposition, and not that of the parti- 
san advocate who can see no side but his 
own. 

It was characteristic of Madden that

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icine for 1912. The cash bequest with the 
prize was approximately $40,000. 

That Dr. Carrel should invent a new sur- 
gical stitch—triangular in form—was no 
surprise to the residents of his birthplace, 
Sainte Foy. They remembered him as a 
young medical student so dexterous he 
could tie a piece of catgut into a knot with 
his thumb and index fingers only and do 
all this while the fingers were in a match- 
box. No man was ever able to untie with 
both hands what Dr. Carrel could fasten 
with his fingers alone. 

Once, to amuse his fellow students, Car- 
rel sewed 590 stitches into a piece of cigar- 
ette paper and did not rip the delicate 
sheet. Gloria Hollister, the explorer, re- 
called in this connection that the scientist 
had presented her with a needle and a thin 
sheet of paper when she applied to him 
for a job as an assistant. 

“Here,” he said. “Let me see you slide 
the point of this needle 
into the edge of the 
paper.” 

“Somehow I managed 
to do it,” Miss Hollister 
said, ‘but I'll never forget 
how he watched me to de- 
tect the slightest sign of 
unsureness or trembling. 
He is extremely careful 
about his assistants.” 

It might be mentioned 
here that Dr. Carre) thinks the best assistant 
he ever had was Colonel Lindbergh and he 
has on more than one occasion predicted for 
him a career in science as lustrous as that 
in aviation. He permitted the flyer to sign 
with him the official paper on the ‘‘mechan- 
ical heart” and even now he and Lindbergh 
are reported working on a new and even 
more radical experiment. 

They make a strange pair—the lanky, 
slim aviator; the short, dumpy savant, But 
they have the same eagerness, the same 
irrepressible curiosity that drives men on 
to fame. 

In many respects “Man, the Unknown,” 
and what Dr. Carrel has added verbally 
since its publication, is the most important 
of his later works. Dr. Raymond Pearl, pro- 
fessor of biology at Johns Hopkins, wrote 
of it: 

“For probably the first time in history the 
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soul has taken a duly appointed place in 
a first-rate professional treatise on biol- 

Dr. Carrel went far beyond the conven- 
tional limits of the science in his book. He 
said that clairvoyance—the ability to “see” 
in time and space—was dormant in every- 
one but that some people had it to a 
marked degree. Scientists of Duke Univer- 
sity backed his statement that thought trans- 
ference or mental telepathy was a fairly 
common phenomenon. 

They cited specific instances where they 
had observed “mind reading” under labora- 
tory conditions but they said nothing of 
clairvoyance which is, in effect, the sort 
of power claimed by fortune tellers. Dr. 
Carrel promised then that he would pub- 
lish a monograph offering absolute proof 
of the existence of both of these psychic 
powers but as yet he has not done so. The 
scientific world is anxiously awaiting its 
appearance.

Doctors who know him 
say that he got an emergency call one night 
some 29 years ago from a wealthy man 
whose wife had borne a dying infant. Dr.

MEXICO CITY. 
HE recent gift of the 
Temple of Jesus to the 
hospital of the same 
name has revived one of 
the most historic con- 
troversies in Mexico 
bringing into the lime- 
light the oldest hospital 
in the Americas, the tes- 
“mony of the Italian 
Prince Antonio Pignatelli and of eminent 
Mexican historians, and reintroducing to the 
public one of Mexico's most delightful little 
old ladies. 

This complex and historic cast of char- 
acters has been assembled to dispute the 
whereabouts of the ashes of Hernando Cor- 
tez, the Spanish Conquistador who, in the 
sixteenth century, claimed and settled a new 
world in the name of. the Spanish crown. 
Though Cortez died in 1547, he remains the 
individual who has had the greatest single 
influence on the Mexican nation. 

That the whereabouts of his remains is a 
matter not only of historical, but of great 
national importance, is demonstrated by the 
intense interest centered in the question. 
Some of the disputants in the case state that 
the urn containing his ashes is buried in a 
church in Cuernavaca, others maintain that 
this urn was returned to Spain, still others 
that it is secreted in Paris. However, the 
majority agree that it rests in the Temple of 
Jesus, though in wh¢t spot no one apparent- 
ly can or will say. 

The result of this patriotic controversy is 
that one is led to believe that the very re- 
mains of the Spanish conqueror are as rest- 
less as was Cortez himself. For the doughty 
soldier who transplanted the culture of Old 
Spain to the New World was a roving and 
tireless spirit. 

If the Temple of Jesus still holds the ashes 
of Cortez, as it is generally believed, its 
transfer back to the Hospital of Jesus is a 
fitting return of the Cortez remains to their 
most appropriate guardian. For Cortez him- 
self ordered the building of the Hospital of 
Jesus. 

Undisputed history records that the Hos- 
pital of Jesus was built upon the spot where 
Cortez met the Aztec Emperor Moctezuma, 
when the Conquistador arrived in the Indian 
capitol of Tenochtitlan, now Mexico City. 
The hospital is situated in the most historic 
part of the capital, near the ancient Plaza 
de la Constitucion, commonly known as the 
Zocalo.

The most distinguished patient of the hos- 
pital is Senorita Dolores Hidalgo, who claims 
to be 101 years old. She is a descendant 
of Miguel Hidalgo y Costilla, who is known 
in Mexico as the Father of His Country, hav- 
ing led the rebellion against the Spanish 
crown which began in 1810. 

Senorita Hidalgo is also descended on her 
mother’s side from the Spanish adventurer, 
Cabeza de Vaca, who helped in the con- 
quest of Florida. Her memories include 
those of the French invasion, under the Em- 
peror Maximilian, and her accounts of the 
stirring events which she has seen are in a 
spirit compctible with her adventurous an- 
cestry. She had been for 12 years a pa- 
tient in the hospital where she is affection- 
ately known as “The Life of the Party.” 


HE TEMPLE OF JESUS was built as 

an annex to the hospital between the 

years 160] and 1605. It was origin- 
ally richly decorated and filled with fine 
church ornaments and religious pictures. Its 
first name was the Church of Immaculate 
Conception, which was changed in 1630 to 
the Temple of Jesus of Nazareth.

Today the Temple of Jesus is a barren 
shell, of monumental construction, but strip- 
ped of all of its former grandeur. Its two 
remaining distinctions are the crypts of the 


Aleman family, which was headed by the 
distinguished Don Lucas Aleman, one of 
Mexico's foremost historians and recorder of 
the War of Independence, and the urn that 
perhaps bears the Conquistador’s remains. 
Mexican historians state that this urn rests 
beneath the floors of the temple, but they 
reached there after traveling a devious path. 
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Interior of the Temple of Jesus, where, under the floor near the 
altar, the urn containing Cortez’s ashes are believed 
to be hidden. 


For Hernando Cortez died in Seville, in the 
year 1547, after having tried in vain to re- 
gain favor at the Spanish court. His last 
wishes were that his ashes should be re- 
turned to New Spain and interred in a con- 
vent to be built for this purpose in suburban 
Coyoacan. 

Ten years later these remains béegan their 
restless wanderings when they were trans- 
ported in a vessel of crystal and bronze to 
Mexico. But instead of reaching the spot 
chosen by the Conquistador, they were tak- 
en to the Church of San Francisco at Tex- 
coco, then a religious center, where they 
remained until 1629. 

Upon this date, through the intercession of 
the Marquis de Cerralvo, a notable figure 
of his time, and Archbishop Zuniga, they 
were brought to Mexico City and placed in 
the Temple of San Francisco. Here they re- 
mained for more than 160 years until in 
1794, upon orders of the Vicount of Revil- 
lagigedo, they were placed in the Temple of 
Jesus. 

The traveling remains of the Conquistador 
had not yet, however, reached their final 
resting place for when Mexico's War of In- 
dependence. began in 1810 a great wave of 
anti-Spanish sentiment infected the country. 
All that belonged to their former conquerors 
was despised by the Mexican people, and 
they branded Hernando Cortez as one of 
their foremost enemies. 

Threats were made to raid the Temple of 
Jesus and seize the ashes of Cortez. These 
historic relics were then to be dumped in 
the notorious fields of San Lazaro, where 
the bodies of executed criminals were 
thrown. 

To avoid such violation to the remains of 
his ancestor, the Prince Pignatelli Aragon y 
Cortez, a descendant of the Conquistador, 
gave permission to Don Lucas Aleman, to 
take the urn from its known resting place 
and hide it elsewhere in the temple. This 
Don Lucas did, at night, and henceforth

ARRY WESSON was an 
engineer on the narrow 
gauge, wood-burning At- 
lantic Coast line of rail- 
road, then the Plant Sys- 
tem, between Croom and 
Palatka, Florida, in 1901. 
On the morping of Oc- 
tober 17 of that year he 
brought his train to Pa- 
latka, the end of his run, five hours late 
because of many stops to take on freight at 
wayside stations, signed the register at the 
roundhouse and turned his steps homeward. 
It was 4 o'clock, and he was married and 
the father of an 18 months old baby. 

One hour and a half later, a laborer on 
his way to work at the roundhouse, found 
Wesson lying dead between the railroad 
tracks, a short distance from the roundhouse, 
shot through the head, his pockets turned in- 
side out and his gold watch missing. 

Robbery had obviously been the motive. 
The engineer had drawn his month's pay at 
Ocala on the trip, and it was known to a 
number of railroad employes that the money 
was on his person. But Wesson had reason 
to be suspicious. and it was discovered that 
he had hidden his wages in the leg of his 
overalls, where they were found intact. At 
his side lay a revolver identified as his. It 
was fully loaded and had not been dis- 
charged, proving that he had been surprised 
and shot down before he had time to make 
use of his weapon. 

The fact that Wesson carried a revolver 
while on duty was justified, as developed 
from thé testimony of Conductor F. R. Le 
Baron of Wesson's train at the inquest. The 
engineer had told the conductor that he 
stood in fear of his fireman with whom he 
had quarreled and who nursed a grudge 
against him. This man was Jim Johnson, a 
West Indian Negro recently arrived in Flor- 
ida. Wesson had told LeBaron that he 
feared the fellow would waylay him some 
night or murder him in his cab. He had ac- 
cordingly armed himself in order to be pre- 
pared. 

But Johnson had left the train at the pay 
station and another fireman had finished 
the run. LeBaron, however, declared that 
he had seen and spoken to Johnson half an 
hour before the murder, and it may be as- 
sumed that he had come on the train after 
all. ' 


Negroes named J. B. Brown and Plant, 

all of them employes of the railroad. A 
Negro railroad detective, Dave English, re- 
ported that he some weeks before had 
stealthily and unobserved made his way 
within hearing distance of where the three 
were engaged in a suspicious confab and 
overheard Johnson urging his companion to 
do away with Wesson, saying that he 
would do it himself if they did not, a sug- 
gestion in which Plant, a brakeman, had 
concurred, declaring that the engineer ought 
to be killed. Brown had remained silent. 
This, however, was attributed to an impedi- 
ment in Brown's speech, which stamped 
him as a less mentally alert, rather slower 
thinking conspirator. 

Now Brown had some time before had a 
quarrel with Conductor LeBaron, and the 
two had come to blows. The white man had 
punished the Negro until a woman inter- 
ceded for him, which ended the set-to. 
Brown was a tall, athletic person, and the 
presumption is that he took the punish- 
ment submissively rather than be accused 
of striking a white man, which in Florida 
was an offense not to be regarded with in- 
difference by the community. 

Just what Brown's quarrel with LeBaron 
“had to do with the murder of Wesson is 
not quite clear, save that he had been a 
non-committal member of the trio whom the 
Negro spotter had overheard discussing the 
engineer's fate. Both Johnson and Brown 
were arrested, for Brown had been the 
brakeman on the last train that Wesson had 
pulled into Palatka. He had uncoupled the 
engine and been seen staring after the en- 
gineer as he left on his way home. Con- 
ductor LeBaron asserted that Johnson also 
had the opportunity to commit the murder, 
for the Negro fireman had been within 200 
yards of the scene when he spoke to him. 

The cloud overhanging Brown thickened 
when on his arrest, as he was about to en- 
ter a saloon that fateful morning, Special 
Agent Davidson and Detective English pro- 
duced a .32-caliber revolver which tallied 
with the caliber of the bullet that had sent 
Wesson to his death, and which they de 
clared they had found on the Negro’s per- 
son. All but one of the chambers of the 
weapon were loaded.

then and there instantly died,” etc. 

Despite the formidable wording of this 
document, the course of justice did not run 
on a level track in this case. Something 
occurred that should have given it a differ- 
ent direction. This was a discovery made 
by Dave English while the two indicted men 
were awaiting trial. Seemingly gifted with 
an uncanny ability for overhearing things, 
he heard the mulatto woman, Johnson's 
friend, who had meanwhile been freed, tell 
another woman that Johnson had instructed 
her to go to a house of which he had given 
her the address, where she would find some- 
thing of value if she ran her fingers along 
the sill under the house facing the river. 
In other words, a watch which he had 
placed there. She had 
been further instructed to 
open the watch case. 
There she would find a 
picture. This picture 
she was to remove and 
place on the sill, after 
which she was to do 
away with the watch. 

The information so in- 
geniously gleaned sent 
Detective English to the 
address of the house 
with the sill, but some- 
thing must have delayed 
him, for when he ar- 
rived he found the pic- 
ture there, but no watch. On the way he 
met Hester and demanded the watch, but 
the siren claimed she had cast it into the 
water off the Georgia Southern dock. 

The picture was a photograph of Mrs. 
Wesson, which English in later years de- 
clared he had given to a man whose name 
he supplied who promised to deliver it to 
Mrs. Wesson but never did. 

This important information was sup- 
pressed, and the two accused men in time 
faced the Judge and jury who were to de- 
cide their fate. The Brotherhod of Locomo- 
tive Engineers employed an eminent lawyer 
to assist the prosecution, Benjamin P. Cal- 
houn, John E. Marshall was appointed by 
the Court to act for the defendants. 

Johnson and Brown were tried separately, 
Brown's case being heard first. Neither En- 
glish nor Special Agent Davidson was 
called. Only the Negroes who claimed to 
have heard Brown's confession were asked 
to testify, and on the strength of their state- 
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ments the colored brakeman was convicted 
of murder in the first degree and sentenced 
to be hanged. 

Brown, who had not made a favorable im- 
pression, largely because he stuttered, came 
to a@ full realization of his predicament only 
when he heard himself sentenced. All along 
he had felt confident of an acquittal, but 
when he heard the words remanding him to 
the Putnam County jail, “there to be safely 
kept by the Sheriff until such time as the 
Governor of the State may appoint by his 
warrant, and that you shall then be hung 
by the neck until you are dead,” his knees 
sayged under him, and as he himself de- 
clared in the death cell, the hair on the 
back of his neck stood up like the hair on a 
scared cat. 

There were some who believed Brown in- 
nocent. One of these was Conductor Le- 
Baron; another Mrs. Mary McLeod Bethune, 
a Negro school teacher, subsequently an 
outstanding factor in the educational field 
and president of the Bethune-Cookman Col- 
lege of Daytona. She: believed Brown when 
he declared his faith in God as the pro- 
tector of the innocent who would not let him 
go to the scaffold.

The higher 
tribunal, however, sustained the verdict, 
though it did not fdil to note the fact that 
there was a lack of evidence.
